N We have Wu the Deſign - Mr. Wotton, 
in publiſhing the Account of every Baronet, to 
ſhew the Antiquity of each, as far as it can be 
traced, with their Marriages and Iſſues, to the 
preſent Time, together with ſuch hiſtorical Me- 
moirs, that have any Connection with, or may 
ſerye to illuſtrate or elucidate the ſame. 


We apprehend, that the Baronets kecodfich 
mentioned, are all that are in being, of the 
Engliſh Creation, ſtrict Enquiry having been 
made in every County, to get the beſt Informa- 
tion relating to thoſe that are extinct; and ſuch 
of them as appear to be doubtful, though gene- 
rally believed to have failed, are inſerted by

He was one of the firſt that 
argued the difficult caſe of her called Chudleigh's Caſe, which 
is reported by Sir Edward Coke. But the greateſt figure which 
he made in the ten laſt years of the Queen's reign, was in the 
Houſe of Commons; and then it is thought he applied himſelf 
to politics; ſo that the Queen and Lord Treaſurer Burghley 
employed his head and hand in affairs of ſtate. He made no 
conſiderable advances in his fortune under Queen Elizabeth, but 
on the acceſſion of King James to the crown, he was ſoon raiſed

II family of Booth it undoubtedly of great antiquity in 
: the Counties Palatine of Lancaſter and Cheſter, where their 
conſtant reſidence has been with great repute and honourable 
Note, through a ſucceſſion of many generations ; and from whom, 
as from one common or principal ſtock, all other families of this' 
name, in other parts of the nation, are eſteemed to be, by 
younger branches, deſcended. Various are the traditions touch- 
ing the original ſtem of this family, which, like moſt others of 
long ſtanding, is ſo ingulfed in the obſcurity of all-devouring 
time, that no other light than conjecture is now to be had 
thereof. The moſt * is, that their beginning was at a 
certain place called the Booths, in the County Palatine of Lan- 
caſter, where being ſeated, they were thence ſo ſurnamed, as the 
manner of thoſe ages was, to ſtile men from the places where 
they lived. | | 
And here, before I proceed, it may be proper to note the dif- 
ferent manner in which the name of Booth has, in various ages, 
been wrote, viz. Booth, (as at this time,) Bothe, Both, Bouth, 
Bouthe, Boothe, as appears by many ancient deeds and evi- 
dences belonging te the family, (ſome in the poſſeſſion of the 
Right honourable the Counteſs Dowager of Stamford, and others 
in the poſſeſſion of George Booth Tyndale, Eſq;) and is common 
in many families of great antiquity.

which office, from that time, except with ſome intermiſſion in 
the latter end of K. Cha. II, and during the reign of James II, 
continued in this family till 1693, when, on the death of 
Henry, firſt Earl of Warrington, who left his ſon, the late 
Earl, a minor, the ſame was diſpoſed of elſewhere. This Wil- 
liam Bouthe died before his father, April 26, 1636, and was 
buried at Bowdon the 3d of May following. 

Sir George Bouthe, ſecond ſon of the above William, was 
born Dee.

II, conſtituting him Commander in Chief of 
all forces to be raiſed for his Majeſty's ſervice in, Cheſhire, Lan- 
caſhire, and North Wales; which Commiſſions are recited in 
an Inſtrument under that King's Signet and Sign manual, bear- 
ing date at Whitehall, March 21, 22 Car. II, declaring that 
the ſaid Sir George Booth, (cp Lord Delamer,) acted by his 
ſaid Commiſſion in all he did, in order to his Majeſty's reſtora- 
tion ; and his Majeſty grants this, both to declare the ſame, and 
for the remembrance of his early and eminent endeavours for his 
reſtoration, and to remain as a markof his particular eſteem for 
the merit of his ſervice in that important conjuncture. In con- 
ſideration of his many important ſervices in aſſiſting the Reſto- 
ration, he was created, by letters patent, bearing date at Weſt- 
minſter, April 20, 1667, 13 Car. II. Baron Delamer, of Dun- 
ham Maſſey, to hold to him and the heirs male of his body. So 
frugal a method had the Crown, at that time, of rewarding ſer- 
vices! On July 30, 1660, he was conftituted Cuſtos Rotulo- 
rum for Cheſhire, and fo continued till May 30, 1673, when 
he reſigned it to Henry, his ſon and heir. After this, he not 
being ſtudious to pleaſe the Court, in thoſe meaſures which 
were taken in ſome parts of that reign, both he and his family 
were ſoon afterwards diſregarded by the King, and ill uſed by

vied between Gervaſe de Clifton, (taken for the ſon) and Hugh 
de Bel, concerning two.oxgangs of land in Wilford. Anno 52 
Henry III. Gervaſe, fon of Gervaſe de Clifton, (the grandſon) 
gives one mark for a writ in the county of Nottingham. l 
Sir Gervaſe, Knt. third of that name, (ſon of the laſt Gervaſe 
de Clifton) died 17 Edward II. having married Amflicia, daugh- 
ter of Sir William Sampſon, of Eperſton, Knt, His ſon was Ger- 
vaſe, who died before him, 9 Edward II, leaving by Alice, 
daughter and heir of Robert de Rabacin, Robert his ſon, heir to 
his grandfather. This Sir Gervaſe muſt be accounted a principal 
advancer of this family. He was conſtituted High Sheriff of the 
counties of Nottingham and Derby, anno 7 Edward I. and con- 
tinued for ſeven years; and in the 14th of that King, he was ap- 
pointed High Sheriff of Vorkſhire, and continued for ſix years. 


The ſame Sir Gervaſe de Clifton dying, left Robert de Clif- 


ton, the ſon of Gervaſe, his eldeſt ſon, (who died before him) 
his next heir, and above twenty-ſix years of age; who did his 


homage to the King, as heir to his grandfather, and had ſeiſin of 


his lands accordingly. . 

Gervaſe de Clifton, (the ſon of Sir Robert) was High Sheriff 
of the counties of Nottingham and Derby, anno 19 Edward III. 
and the next year Eſcheator of the ſame counties. We meet 
with no account of the death of this Gervaſe, nor is any thing 
to be found concerning him after the age of fixty-eight, He 
had a ſon, Robert, who poſſibly died before his father, as no ac- 
count of him, after the death of Gervaſe, is any where mention- 
ed. It is ſuppoſed that Iſabel, (wife of this Robert de Clifton) 
was the daughter of —— Neville, of Rolleſton, in Nottingham- 


ſhire, and his firſt wife ; for he married, ſecondly, Agnes, daugh- 


ter of —— De Grey. 

The next is Sir John Clifton, (ſon and heir of Robert and 
Agnes Grey) who, anno 4 Hen. IV. ſerved in the parliament held at 
Weſtminſter, with Sir Richard Stanhope, Knights of the Shire 
for Nottingham, and had their wages allowed for ſixty-five days. 
He was that year ſlain at the battle of Shrewſbury, fighting on the 


King's ſide againſt the Piercies; having, as Hollinſhed tells us, 
received

received from the King that morning the order of Knighthood, 
which (if true) muſt be the dignity of a Banneret ; for he was a 
Knight before. He brought a great increaſe of eſtate into the 
family, by his wife Catharine, daughter of Sir John de Creſſey, 
of Hodſack, in the county of Nottingham, Knt. and filter and 


coheir of Sir Hugh de Creſſey, who died in the gth year of the 


fame King: The other ſiſter and coheir, Elizabeth, was the wife 
of Sir John Markham, the elder Judge. | 


This Sir John Clifton's ſon and heir was Sir Gervaſe Clifton, | 


as appears from a grave-ſtone in Clifton church. 

The next is Sir Gervaſe Clifton, but whether ſon or brother to 
the laſt, is not clear, for therecords here are intricate, 23 Hen. VI. 
Gervaſe Clifton was Lieutenant to Humphrey Duke of Glouceſ- 
ter, Conſtable of Dover caſtle. In the 20th of Henry VI. he 
was Treaſurer of the town of Calais, which office was given him 
(in recompence of his good ſervice) 24 May, 29th of that King, 
upon the reſignation of Sir Richard Vernon, his predeceflor in that 
office, he having delivered up his letters patent to be cancelled. 
He was twice High Sheriff of Kent; and once Treaſurer of the 
King's Houſhold ; for there is a warrant in an uncertain year of 
that King, directed to the Keeper of the Privy Seal, commanding 
him to direct his letters to the Chamberlains of the Exchequer, 
to pay to certain perſons the ſum of 4601. due to them whilſt Sir 
Gervaſe Clifton, Knt. ſtood Treaſurer of the Houſhold. The 
chronicles tell us, that Richard Duke of York, in the 18th of 
Henry VI. made Sir Gervaſe Clifton Captain of Pontoiſe, near 
Paris, (having been a Commander at ſeveral places in France,) 


when the French King beſieged and took the town by affault, 


but loſt above three thouſand men before it. And that in the 


11th of Edward IV.

* HERE have been ſeveral families of ancient extraction 
of this ſurname, that have been denominated according to.

Whence the Peſhales bore arms, Argent, a Croſs formee, 
Sable, jeſſant Fleur de Lis, (the fame being the old Saxon and 
German Croſs,) on a Canton, in chief, Azure, a Wolf's Head, 
eraſed, Argent, with an Efcutcheon of Augmentation, bearing 
Argent, a Lion rampant, Gules, crowned, Or, double queue 
and furche.

M ACRKRWORT F, in Derbyſhire, gave name to this an- 
cient family, ſeated there for many generations; one of 
which was of the retinue to the famous James, Lord Audley, 
Knight of the Garter, who was very inſtrumental in obtain- 
ing the glorious victory, at Poictiers, under the Black Prince, 
k in 
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in 20 Edw. III. where the French, though much ſuperior, re- 
ceived an overthrow, the King; and Dauphin of France, many 
of his Nobles, and innumerable common foldiers,' being taken 
priſoners, as our hiſtorians write; and that this Lord Audley, - 
acquainting the Prince, before the fight, with the vow he had 
made to be the firſt in the battle, craved his licence that he 
might accompliſh it; to which the Prince accorded, and ſaid, Sir 
James, God give you this day that grace to be the oy Knight of all 
others and thereupon, departing; with his four Eſquires, (Mack- 
worth, being one of them) went to the foremoſt front of the 
battle, and, by his extraordinary valour, he broke through the 


French army, and cauſed much flaughter that day to the

His noble conduct and valour fo infinitely pleaſed the brave 
Prince, that, as a teſtimony thereof, he ſettled 500 marks in 
land upon him, in England, of annual revenue, (a confider- 
able eſtate in thoſe days) which this Lord preſently and frankly 
ſettled on his four Eſquires; whereof the Prince being acquaint- 
ed, demanded whether he liked not his bounty, or thought the 
gift beneath his acceptance; to which, when anſwer was given, 
That they deſerved the ſame as well as himſelf, without whoſe 
aſſiſtance, ſays he, IJ, a ſinglè man, could have done but little; the 


Prince, thereupon, thanked him for ſo doing, and gave him 


600 marks per ann. more. The poſterity of all the four Eſquires, 
have, in memory of this victory, added the ſaid lord's coat 
armour to their own, as plainly appears, by the Cheveron

TN familly is deſcended originally out of the county 


of Glouceſter, where ſome of them have been anciently 
feated, though they bear different arms. Robert Hickes was, 
J ſuppoſe, a younger brother, as appears by an old fine in Ed- 
ward the Sixth's time, wherein Thomas Hickes, is mentioned 
to hold lands at Barkeley, in the county of Glouceſter, for 
which there was a conteſt in law, but concluded by the Judges, 
(Edward Montague, Wd eee Humphrey Brown, and 
and John Hynde) and Robert Hickes, was to pay 20), to 
the ſaid Thomas; on which conſideration, he and his wife 
Margaret, (daughter and heir of James Atwood, and Alice his 
wife, daughter and heir of William Payne,) releaſed and 
quit-claimed all their pretence to a certain houſe and lands. 
his Robert was a wealthy Citizen and Mercer of London, 
living in Cheapſide, where, by his trade, he raiſed a conſider- 
able eſtate, and by Juliana his wife, daughter to William 
Arthur, of Clapham, in Surry, Eſq; had iſſue three ſons; Sir 
Michael, born 21 October, 35 Henry VIII.

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Sir Michael Hickes, (the eldeſt ſon of Robert,) the imme 


diate anceſtor vf this elder branch of the family, having ſpent 
ſome time at Trinity-College in Cambridge, was taken into 
the ſervice of the Lord Burghley, Lord High Treaſurer of Eng- 
Jand, and Chief Counſcllor to Gee Elizabeth ; by that Lord 
he was preferred to be one of his Secretaries, and ſo continued 
during the Treaſurer's life; he was well ſkilled in philological 


learning, and had read over the polite Roman Hiſtorians and 


Moraliſts; out of which Authors he made large collections, 
eſpecially of their moral and wiſe ſentences, with which he 
filled divers paper books, ſtill remaining in the family. The 
other Secretary to the Lord Burghley, was Henry Maynard, 
Eſq; whoſe ſon Sir William Maynard, was created Lord May- 
nard, g 5 

Sir Michael, by his ingenious education and good parts, be- 
came very polite and agreeable, and was admitted into a ſo- 
ciety of learned and eminent perſons, having the accompliſh- 
ment of a facetious wit to recommend him. Some of-his chief 
acquaintance and friends were Sir Fulk Grevil, Sir Henry 
Glemham, Sir John Smith, (couſin-german to the Queen) Sir 


Francis Bacon, Sir Walter Ralegh, Mr. Camden, and others: 
but he was moſt dear to Sir Robert Cecyl, the Lord Trea- 


ſurer's fon, both when he was the Queen's chief Secretary of 
State, Maſter of the Court of Wards and Liveries, and Earl 
of Saliſbury, and Lord High Treaſurer, ſucceeding in his noble 
father's office; Sir Michael was ever at his right hand, and he 


was never better pleaſed than when he had his company and 


pleaſant converſation; he alſo employed him in moſt of his 


buſineſs, and committed many of his ſecret affairs to him, 


knowing, by long experience, his faithfulneſs ; and many per- 
ſons, knowing what intereſt he had with Sir Robert, both when 
Secretary, and Lord High "Treaſurer, made him their friend, 
at any rate, to ſolicit their cauſes with him, who was ever 
(except neceſſarily obſtructed) ready to gratifyy Sir Michael, 
eſpecially where benefit was likely to accrue to him; he held 
a correfpondence with the Earl of Saliſbury, Sir Francis Bacon, 
Sir Walter Ralegh, and others the chief men of his time; as 


appeared by many letters, which were in the family. 


When Sir Robert Cecil became Lord High Treaſurer of 
England, and was created Earl of Saliſbury, which was about 
the year 1605, Sir Michael congratulated his preferment, in 


a letter to him, where, among the reſt of his wiſhes, he wiſh- 


ed him Otium cum Dignitate ; which the Earl took particular 


notice of, in a ſhort anſwer, as an happineſs ſeldom befalling 
perſons in great place, thanking him for his congratulation, 


and eſpecially for his good wiſh, though he feartd, he ſaid, 
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he ſhould not be ſo happy. Sir Michael, was a very witty 
jocofe man, and his company much ſought after by perſons of 


rank and diſtinction. : 

Sir Michael, at the age of fifty-four, married Elizabeth, the 
daughter of Mr. Colſton, a Merchant, whoſe country ſeat was 
upon the foreſt of Waltham, in the pariſh of Low-Layton, in 
Eſſex, called therefore the Foreſt-houſe, (late in the poſſeſſion 
of Sir Gilbert Heathcote, Knt. and Bart. Alderman of Lon- 
don ;) ſhe was the widow and relict of Henry Parviſh, or Parvis, 
Eſq; (ſon of Thomas Parvis of Guildford, in Surry) an eminent 
Merchant of London, whoſe country-houſe was r a 
manor in the ſaid pariſh of Lhie-Layton, which, coming b 
this marriage to Sir Michael, he there lived and died: ſuc 
were the good accompliſhments of this Lady, that ſoon after 
marriage, Sir Robert Cecil, in one of his letters, written in 
July, about 1595 or 1596, told him, that he even envied him; 
for, ſending him a piece of veniſon, he gave his commenda- 
tions *o Mrs, Hickes ; in whom, as he added, I envy your god 
fortune, but reſt, for all that, your loving friend, Robert C. 

He ſhould have been knighted at the coronation 'of King 
James I. but he refuſed it then. However, the next year, it 
ſeems, he took the honour; for, in Aug. 1604, I meet with 


the Secretary, giving him the title of Sir Michael. 


By this lady aforeſaid, Sir Michael had iſſue, beſide William, 
his eldeſt fon, and Michael, a daughter, Elizabeth, ſo named, 
from Elizabeth, Counteſs of Derby, one of her godmothers, 

the other being the Counteſs of Warwick) married to Sir 
illiam Armine, of Oſgodby, in Lincolnſhire, ' Bart. 

He died at his houſe, at Ruckholts, 1612, aged ſixty-five 
years, and.was buried in the old chancel of the pariſh-church 
of Low-Layton, in Eſſex.” 

William, eldeſt ſon and heir of Sir Michael, was ſo named 
from the Lord Treaſurer, his father's old maſter, (William, 
Lord Burghley) who, in eſteem for the father, gave his own 
name, William, to the ſon, being godfather, and preſent at 
the baptiſm, at Sir Michael's London houſe, on St. Peter's-hilL 
(which ſtill belongs to this family.) His other godfather was 
the Lord Cobham, Lord Warden of the Cinque-ports, and 
Lord Chamberlain ; and his godmother, the Lady Lumley. 

n ſucceeding to his father's inheritance, he was created a 
Baronet, on the 21ſt of July, 17 Jac. I. being written of Be- 
verſton, in Glouceſterſhire, though he choſe Ruckholts ſtill, 
for his uſual manſion, which his deſcendants for ſome time re- 
ſided at. In the difficult times of the civil wars, he was always 
true to the royal cauſe, and the church of England, an which 
account, he was watched by ſome of his neighbours that # :

voured the other fide : but by his caution, he preſerved himſelf 


pretty clear of trouble, till the ſiege of Colcheſter ; when he, 
with ſeveral other loyaliſts of the county of Eſſex, privy to, 


and concerned in, that buſineſs, were kept in priſon about ſix 


weeks; and for farther puniſhment, his ancient grove adjacent 
to his houſe, which was very dear to him, was determined, by 
thoſe that then governed, to be cut down for timber to ſupply 
the navy, lying ſo near and convenient for the ſhip-yards ; but 
by the means and interceſſion of his friend, the Earl of Hol- 
land, he at laſt obtained the favour to let it ſtand : which grove, 
Sir Harry, finding the trees decaying at the tops, thought fit 


to fell, and the ſeat was ſold about the year 1720, to Benjamin 


Collier, Eſq; who ſold it to Earl Tilney, whoſe ſon, Lord Viſ-

T his Sir William, married Margaret, one of the daughters 
of William, Lord Paget, of Beaudeſert; by whom he had 
iflue, Baptiſt, Elizabeth, Sir William, Letitia, married to 
Arthur, Earl of Donnegal, in the kingdom of Ireland, Catha- 
rine, Francis, Sir Michael, and Elizabeth, whereof only three 
ſurvived.

Sir William Hickes, Knt. and Bart. (fon and heir of Sir 
William,) was Sheriff of the county of Eſſex, and ſerved that 
office with much credit and ſplendor, the Lord Chief Juſtice 
Vaughan, and Sir Job Charleton, then Judges of the Aſſize, 
at Chelmsford : he was knighted by King Charles II. at Ruck- 
holts, and ſo was his younger brother, Michael, (but at ſeve- 
ral times) when their father, Sir William, entertained his 
Majeſty at dinner, after hunting in the foreſt. This Sir Wil- 
liam died, April 22, 1703, aged ſeyenty-three years, having 
married Marthagnes, eldeſt daughter and coheir to Sir Harry 
Coningſby, of North-Mims, in Hertfordſhire, Knt.

Eraſmus Dryden, Eſq; his ſucceſſor, took his degree of Bat- 
chelor of Arts, in the Univerſity of Oxford, on the 17th of 
June, 1577, and was made Sheriff of Northamptonſhire, in the 
fortieth year of Queen Elizabeth, as alſo in the ſeventeenth of 
King James I. in whofe reign he was advanced to the dignity 
of a Baronet, by Jetters patents, bearing date the 16th of 
November, 1619. He took to wife Frances, the fecond daugh- 
ter and coheir of William Wilkes, Eſq; of Hodnel, in War- 
wickſhire, by whom he left iflue three ſons ; 1. Sir John Dry- 
den, his ſucceſſor in the title and eſtate of Canons-Aſhby, of 
whom hereafter. 2, William Dryden of Farndon, in North- 
amptonſhire, Eſq; who had two wives; by the firſt, a daugh- 
ter of —— Cave, of Leiceſterſhire, Eſq; he had Sir John, 
hereafter mentioned; but by his ſecond, I do not find he left 
any iſſue z he died at Farndon, and was there buried.

{by Mary, his wife, daughter and heir of Coles of Preſton, 
in Northamptonſhire, Efq;) he left iflue fix ſons; 1. Sir Robert 
Dryden, of Canons-Aſhby, his ſucceſſor in the title and eſtate 
2. John Dryden, Eſq; of Cheſterton, who was ſeveral times 
choſen Member of Parliament for the county of Huntingdon, 
in the reign of King William, and died unmarried, in Jan. 
1707. The third fon of Sir John, was Eraſmus Dryden, who 
lived a Batchelor, at Canons-Afſhby ; 4. Richard Dryden, who 
died unmarried, in the twenty-fourth year of his age; 5. Bevile, 


died unmarried, and was buried at St. Bride's, in Fleet- ſtreet; 


5. Benjamin, a citizen of London, who married an eld woman 
and died without iſſue. "Theſe brothers are faid to have entered 
into an agreement with one another, to ſpend their days in 
celibacy. Sir John Dryden, had alſo four daughters, whereof, 
Elizabeth, died young; Honor, died unmarried; Frances,

Sir Robert Dryden, Bart. the eldeſt ſon and heir of Sit 
John, out- lived all his brethren, died unmarried, about ſeventy 
fix years of age, and was buried in the church of Canons- 
Aſhby, on the zoth of Auguſt, 1708. 

The title of Baronet devolved on Sir John Dryden, the ſon 
and heir of William Dryden, of Farndon, the ſecond ſon of 
Sir Eraſmus Dryden, Bart. before mentioned, and elder brother 
to the ſaid Eraſmus Dryden, of "Tichmarſh,, Eſq;

ut to proceed to the eldeſt of the ſons of the ſaid Eraſmus 
Dryden, of Tichmarſh, Eſq; which was John Dryden, Eſq; 


Poet-Laureat, and Hiſtoriographer to King James II. (which 


places he loſt, on the Revolution.) He was born at Aldwinkle, 
in the county af Northampton, brought up at Weſtminſter 
ſchool and thence elected ſcholar of T rinity-college, in Cam- 
bridge, in 1650, He wrote twenty-ſeven plays, and many other 
poetical performances. His dramatick works have been pub- 
liſhed by Mr. Congreve, and dedicated to his Grace, the late 
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Duke of Newcaſtle: who, in his dedication, tells us, That 
Mr. Dryden, had perſonal qualities to challenge both love 


l 
Lo 


and eſteem from all who were truly acquainted with him: 
He was of a nature excecding humane and compaſſionate, 
eaſily forgiving injuries, and capable of a prompt and ſincere 
reconciliation with them who had offended him. Such tem- 
perament is the only ſolid foundation of all moral virtues and 
ſociable endowments. His friendſhip, where he profeſſed it, 
went much beyond his wal z and I have been told of 
ſtrong and generous inſtances of it by perſons themſelves, 


who received them; though his hereditary income was little 


more than a bare competency, As his reading had been very 
extenſive, ſo was he very happy in a memory. tenacious of 
every thing that he had read. He was not more poſleſſed of 
knowledge, than he was communicative of it. But then his 
communication of it was by no means pedantic, or impoſed 


upon the converſation, but juſt ſuch, and went fo far, as by 


the natural turns of the diſcourſe, in which he was engaged, 
it was neceſſarily promoted or required. He was extreme 
ready and gentle in his correction of the errors of any writer, 
who thought fit to conſult him; and full as ready and pa- 
tient to admit of the reprehenſion of others, in — of his 
own overſight or miſtakes. He was of very eaſy, 1 may ſay, 
of very pleaſing acceſs. But ſomething ſlow, and as it were 
diffident in his advances to others. He had ſomething in his 
nature that abhorred intruſion into any ſociety whatſoever. 
Indeed it is te be regretted, that he was rather blameable in 
the other extreme; for by that means he was perſonally leſs 
known, and conſequently his character might become liable 
both to miſapprehenſions and miſrepreſentations. To the beſt 
of my knowledge and obſervation, he was, of all men that 
ever I knew, one of the moſt modeſt, and the moſt eaſily to 
be diſcountenanced, in his approaches either to his ſuperiors 
or his equals.—As to his writings, I may venture to ſay in 
general terms, that no man hath written in our language ſo 
much, and fo various matter, and in ſo various manners, ſo 
well. Another thing I may ſay was very peculiar to him; 
which is, that his parts did not decline with his years; but 
that he was an improving writer to the laſt, even to near 
ſeventy years of age; improving even in fire and imagination, 
as well as in judgment. Witneſs his Ode on St. Cecilia's 
day, and his Fables, his lateſt performances. He was equally 
excellent in verſe and proſe. His proſe had all the clearneſe 
imaginable, together with all the nobleneſs of expreflion, all 
the graces and ornaments proper and peculiar to it, without 
deviating into the language or diction of poetfy. I make this 
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© obſervation only to diſtinguiſh his ſtyle from that of many 
5 poetic writers, who, meaning to write harmoniouſly in proſe, - 
do in truth often write mere blank verſe. I have heard him 
frequently own with pleaſure, that if he had any talent for 
© Engliſh profe, it was owing to his having often read the 
«© writings: of the great Archbiſhop Tillotſon. His verſiſica- 


tion and his numbers he could learn of nobody; for he firſt 


«© poſſefſed thoſe talents in perfection in our tongue, And 
they who have beſt ſucceeded in them ſince his time, have 
been indebted to his example; and the more they have been 
6© able to imitate him, the better have they fucceeded. As his 
« ſtyle in proſe is always ſpecifically different from his ſtyle in 
poetry; ſo, on the other hand, in his poems his diction is, 
s whereyer his ſubject requires it, ſo ſublimely, and fo truly 
« poetical, that its efſence, Uke that of pure gold, cannot be 
+ deftroyed. Take his verſes, and diveſt them of their rhimes, 
 disjoint them in their numbers, tranſpoſe their expreſſions, 
make what arrangement and diſpoſition you pleaſe of his 
words; yet ſhall there eternally be poetry, and ſomething - 


which will be found incapable of being reſolved into abſoluts 


« proſe : an inconteſtable characteriſtick of a truly poetical 


| © genius. I will fay but one word more in general, of his 


* writings, which is, that what he had done in any one ſpecies 
or diſtinct kind, would have been ſufficient to have acquired 
him a great name. If he had written nothing but his pre- 
* faces, or nothing but his ſongs, or his prologues, each of 
them would have entitled him to the preference and diſtinc- 
© tion of excelling in his kind.” 

He married Elizabeth, eldeſt daughter of the Right Honour- 
able Thomas Howard, Earl of Berkſhire, and dying May 1, 
1701, was buried in Weſtminfter-Abby, where his Grace the 
Duke of Buckingham, out of his great liberality, and peculiar 

eſteem for Mr. Dryden's merit, ordered a noble and ſumptuous 
monument to be erected to his memory. | 

Mr. Dryden, had no monument erected to him for ſeveral 
py ; which Mr. Pope alludes to, in his epitaph intended for 
r. Rowe, where he ſays, | .

T HIS family hath, in ancient times, been written Atte-Mill, 


Atte-Mull, Mull, Mille, and for many ages down to this 
time, Mill, is of good antiquity and reputation, and have flouriſh- 
ed for many generations, in the county of Suſſex, ſome of whoſe 
deſcendants likewiſe, branched into the county of Southamp- 
ton, from whom the preſent Sir Richard Mill, Baronet, is de- 
ſcended.

TPTHOUGH this family, for many ages, inhabited in that 
—b part of Great-Britain, called Scotland, yet, in alt probabi-

Robert Pakington, the next brother of Sir John beforemen- 
tioned, was one of the Members of Parliament for the city of 
London, temp. Henry VIII. and barbarouſly murdered in the 
ſtreet, 1537, as he was going to church, for he then oppoſed 
the Papiſts, and was ſhot by them, and by his laſt will and 
teſtament, bearing date the 25th of Novemb. 1535, (the pro- 
bat whereof is on the 24th of April, 1537,) it appears, that 
he forſook the ſuperſtitious errors of the church of Rome, in 


_ thoſe times, when many ſuffered on account of their religion 


the murderer was never diſcovered, but by his own confeſſion, 
made when he came to the gallows, at Banbury, to be hanged 
for felony.

the ſame year;) he received the honour of knighthood from 
Queen Mary, and on the death of his uncle, Sir John, ſuc- 
ceeded to a great eſtate. He was Sheriff of the county of 
Worceſter, in 3 Elizabeth, and dying the 2d of June, at Bath- 
Place, in Holborn, 12 Eliz. 1571, was conveyed to Ailſbury, 
in great pomp, (the officers of the college of arms attending 
his corps) and buried in the pariſh-church there. His Lady, 
who ſurvived him, was daughter, of Sir Thomas Kitſon, of 
Hengrave, in Suffolk, Knt. (and afterwards marrying Thomas 
Taſmagh, Eſq;) died in the ſixty-fifth year of her age, 1575.

This Sir John Pakington, who was bred at Chriſt Church, 


in Oxford, under the tuition of Dr. Lewis, dean of Glouceſter, 


became a great favourite of Queen Elizabeth's, and one of her 
. Privy Council. She firſt took notice of him in her progreſs to 


. Worceſter, when ſhe invited him to attend her court, where he 


lived, at his own expence, in great ſplendor and reputation, 


with an equipage not inferior to ſome of her greateſt officers, 


though he had no other honour beſides that of Knight of the 
Bath, which was conferred on him in the life-time of his father. 
He was remarkable for his ſtature and comely perſonage, and, 
by bis ability in all manly exerciſes, had diſtinguiſhed himfelf 
fo that degree, that he was generally called by the name of 


_ Luſty Pakington : of which, among many inftances, it may 


not be amiſs to mention this one; he entered into articles, to 
ſwim againſt three noble Courtiers, for 3o0ol. from the bridge 
at Weſtminſter, to the bridge at Greenwich; but the Queen, 


by her ſpecial command, prevented the putting it in execution. 


It could not be otherwiſe imagined, but that by this expen- 
five life, great debts mult be contracted, which, in time, would 
bring him into difficuſties, OF this he was fa ſenſible, that 


/ ho 
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he took a ſudden and wiſe reſolution of retiring into the coun- 
try, and, as he ſaid himſelf, won feed on bread and derjuice, 
till he had made up his extrauagancies. The Queen ſoon had no- 
tice of it, and therefore, taking into conſideration theſe his ill 
circumſtances, which the zeal for her ſervice had brought him 
into, gave him a grant of a Gentleman's eſtate, in Suffolk, 
of eight or nine hundred pounds per ann. deſides goods and 
chattels, Which had eſcheated to the erown: but Sir John, 
after he had been in the country to take poſſeſſion, fbund too 
great a tenderneſs in his nature, (notwithſtanding the bad con- 
dition of his affairs) to behold the miſeries of that diſtreſſed fa- 
mily, without a due regard and compaſſion for them; and the 
melancholy ſpectacle of the ſorrowful Lady and her children, 
ſo efeckually wrought upon him, that, with the greateſt gene- 
roſity, he repaired immediately to court, and humbly beſeech- 
ed her Majeſty to excuſe him from enriching himſelf. by the 
calamities of that Gentleman, who fell by a combination of 
his enemies, and would not leave the Queen till he had ob- 
tained his requeſt. 


Soon after, he left the court, but before he parted from the 
town, he took care to ſatisfy all his ereditors; and then, with 
great reputation and honour, he began his journey into the 
country, being handſomely attended with ſervants and tenants, 
to the number of fixty, well mounted and accoutred, who 
came purpoſely out of the country to pay him this comple- 
ment, ae waited at the court-gates, while he was taking leave 
of ma neg 77 T . „ 9937. J80..; | 
After his ſettlement in the country, her Majeſty was not 
unmindful of him, for ſhe, to repair his fortune, granted him, 
for ſixty years (in the twenty-fifth year of her reign) ſeveral 
lordſhips, manors, and lands, that were come to the crown 
by forfeiture, &c. in ſeventeen different counties: alſo, when 
the Earl of Pembroke was made Lord-Preſident of the marches 
of Wales, and Lord Lieutenant of the adjacent counties, he 
was put in the ſame patent, Lieutenant of Worceſterſhire, and 
upon the vacancy of the office of Cuſtos Rotulorum, that was 
likewiſe conferred upon him: ſhe alſo made him Bow-bearer 
of Malverne- chace, one of the beſt in England, which he held 
till he had finiſhed his noble park at Hampton-Lovet, and 
then, that chace being at too great a diſtance from his dwellmg, 
he obtained her Majeſty's leave to diſpoſe of it. 
He was in her favour even to the laſt of her days. He was 
_ conſtantly the firſt named in all commiſſions of importance, 
and was the principal director in the government of his county, 
none being thought more worthy of an intire confidence, by 
the Queen and her Council, than himſelf, And as he took all 
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imaginable care to anſwer their expeQation, by his diligence 
and fidelity, ſo he was not wanting to convince his country, 
that their intereſt was always at his heart. | | 

By his affability and obliging behaviour, ke acquired the good 
opinion of his equals and inferiors ; and by his courage and re- 
ſolution, on all proper occaſions, he had rehdered himſelf awful, 
even to thoſe who were above him: a memorable proof of 
which, he gave his country, when he executed the office of 
Sheriff; for the Lord Chief- Baron Periam, having committed 
a Gentleman at the Aſſizes, Sir John, ſitting in his Sheriff's 
ſeat, called to him to ſtay, telling the Judge, he would anſwer 
for his forth- coming; neither could he be diſſuaded, by all the 
menaces he received from the bench, from adhering to this re- 
ſolution, boldly alledging, in his defence, that the Gentleman 
was his priſoner, and he, as Sheriff, was accountable for him. 
This brave reply, very much increaſed the eſteem his country 
had for him, and gained a general applauſe throughout the king- 
dom. | — 

His prudence and conduct did not only extricate him out of 
thoſe difficulties, in which his Court- life had involved him, but, 
in a ſhort time, put ſo much money into his pocket that he 
was enabled to become, what he intended to be, a great builder. 

He bought at one time, ſo much timber of the Earl of 
Leiceſter, out of the foreſt of Wire, (which borders upon 
Worceſterſhire and Shropſhire) that the very marking them, 
at 4d. per tree, one with another, amounted to 48]. This, 
Mr. Tomkins, Prebendary of Worceſter, a Gentleman of 

ood credit, who perſanally knew this Knight, and has left 
Ms. memoirs of his life, (now in the family) from which this 
account is chiefly collected, affirms to have received from Sir 
John's own mouth, who, he aſſures us, was a perſon of too 
much honour to allow himſelf the leaſt liberty infhis diſcourſe, 
which was not conſiſtent with the ſtricteſt truth. Many of 
thoſe trees he buried under ground, thinking thereby to keep 
out the freſh ſprings that broke in upon his brine-pits ; but 
that undertaking did not anſwer his expectation, and the ex- 
pence which his ſalt-pits and coſtly buildings had obliged him 
to, hindered him from making an addition to his eſtate by pur- 
.. chaſe, which (as my author writes) would undoubtedly have 
extended to a good part of the ſhire wherein he lived, 4 he 
thought fit to haye employed his money to that purpoſe. 

He did not ſeek after marriage till he had paid all his debts, 

and cleared his eſtate; and then he was fo happy as to mect 
with a beautiful young widow, in London, and a great fortune, 
being the daughter of Mr. Humphry Smith, of Cheapſide, 
- Queen Elizaveth's Silk-man, of an ancient family, yet flouriſk- 
ing, 
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ing, in Leiceſterſhire. She had been before married to Bene- 


dict Barnham, Eſq; one of the Aldermen of London, who left 
her a very rich widow ; and that conſideration, together with 
her youth and beauty, made it impoſſible for her to eſcape the 
addreſſes, even of the greateſt perſons about the court: but 
Sir John was the only happy man who knew how to gain her, 
being recommended by his worthy friend, Mr. William Sea- 
bright, Town-Clerk of London. This Lady had, by her firſt 
huſband (the Alderman) four daughters, which were very 
oung when they loſt their father, and therefore needed a faith- 
ful friend to manage and improve their fortunes ; in which 
truſt, Sir John acquitted himſelf ſo honourably, that they had 
10,0001. each for their portion, when they came to marry ; an 
immenſe ſum in thoſe days. One of theſe Lies was wedded to 
my Lord Audley ; another, to Sir Francis Bacon, Lord Viſ- 
count St. Albans; a third, to Sir William Soames ; and the 
fourth, to Sir William Conſtable. When he had done this 
ſervice to his daughters-in-law, he took care to do a piece of 


juſtice to himſelf, which, indeed, was alſo a great argument of 


his wiſdom, by getting his accounts paſſed in Chancery, and 
obtaining an effectual diſcharge there, which could not be other- 
wiſe eſteemed, than as a public teſtimony of his honeſty and 
integrity. | | | | 8 

he deſign of this work obliging me to brevity, I cannot 


therefore tranſcribe all the memorable paſſages of his life, which 


Mr. Tomkins has recorded to his honour : but it appears that 
he had a ſpirit truly great and noble, which diſcovered itfelf 
upon every proper occaſion ; for, as his ends and defigns were 
always generous, and ſuch as became a man of honour, ſo he 
ſcorned to compaſs them by baſe and unworthy means; he had 
a regard to his reputation in every thing that he did, which 
had this inſeparable effect, that the whole ſcene of his life was 
nothing elſe but a continued ſeries of bright and laudable ac- 
tions, | 

It is not to be denied, but his ſenſe of injuries was ſome- 
what too nice, and (which is a frailty the manlieſt tempers are 
often ſubje& to) he knew not how to bear a neglect from his 


| ſuperiors with that ſubmiſſion which was uſually expected. 


This was ſufficiently evident from the following ſtory : Upon 
the death of the Earl of Pembroke, King James appointed the 
Lord Zouch, his ſucceſſor in the Preſidentſhip of the Marches 
of Wales, &c. which Lord, as ſoon as he had obtained his

was his grand concern; to this he was reſolved: to facriſice 
every thing that was dear to him, and he ſeorned to enjoy the 
friendſhip of che greateſt man ling, upon elend eren not 
to her advantage. 

It was one great part of his happineſs, chat there was a ſet 
Gentlemen in his neighbourhood; worthy of his acquaintance 
and familiarity : with theſe he lived in a very friendly and hoſ- 
Py manner, and he was never better pleaſed than when he 

ad ſome of their company at his table. His ordinary houſe- 
keeping was ſuch as became à Gentleman of a plentiful for- 
tune; and in his entertainments, he loved to ſhew. he valued 
his friends more than his money, for they were generally very 
coſtly and noble. . 

After he had finiſhed his ſtately ſtructure at Weſtwood, (a 
yery delightful habitation, in the midſt of a wood, from whence 
it took its name) he invited the Earl of Northampton, Lord 
Preſident, and his Lady, to a houſe-warming ; and as his Lord- 
ſhip was an honourable and jovial companion, a train of above 
an hundred Knights and Gentlemen accompanied him, who 
ſtaid there ſome time, and, at their going away, acknow- 
ledged they had met with ſo kind a reception, that they did not 
know whether they bud poſſefſed the place, or the place theme the 
delightful ſituation of his habitation was what they had never 
before ſeen, the houſe ſtanding 1 in the middle of a wood, that 
is cut into twelve large ridings, a and at a good diſtance, one 
ring- riding through afl of them, and the whole encompaſſed with

His moſt magnificent entertainment was that which he gave 
King James, and his Queen, (with the greateſt. train that 
ever accompanied them) at Ailſbury, when his Majeſty. hon- 
oured him with a viſit, after his arrival from Scotland, and be- 
fore his coronation ;- upon this occaſion he ſet no bounds to 
his expence, thinking it a. diſparagement to be out-done by 
any fellow-ſubje&t, when ſuch an opportunity offered; and the 


King and the whole court acknowledged, they never met with 


a more noble reception. 1 | 
At length, this great man having lived to ſee his children's 
children, departed this life, at his houſe at Weſtwood, in the 
ſeventy-ſeyenth year of his age, and was interred near his fa- 
ther, at Ailſbury, on the 18th of January, 1625. A year be- 
fore his death, he was ſeized with a fit of the gout, which 
diſtemper, at laſt, put an end to his life; otherwiſe, he was

very . in a ſtrong and excellent conſtitution of body, 


which had never met with any ſhock, till about the year be- 
fore Queen Elizabeth died, and then ſhe did him the honour 
to order her own Phyſicians to attend him, deſigning to have 
taken him again to court, which her death prevented. 

His Lady ſurvived him, and ſo noted for her riches, that 
it was difficult for her long to eſcape the ſnares laid for her 
by the Court, to engage her in another marriage. She had, firſt, 
the Lord K ilmurry, who lived about two years; then ſhe mar- 


ried Thomas, Earl of Kelly, one of King James's favourites.

John Pakington, Eſq; the only ſon of Sir John Pakington,

Sir John Pakington, Bart. only ſon and heir of the laſt Sir 
John, ſucceeded in the title and eftate, and refided at Weſt- 
wood, after his grandfather's deceaſe, who left him, in his mi- 
nority, at the age of four years, four months, and fix days, 
under the guardianſhip of Thomas, Lord Coventry, Kee 
of the Great Seal of England, by whoſe vigilant care of his 
education, both by travel, and other advantages, he became 
an accompliſhed Gencleitinn, and gained the love and eſteem of 


He was elected one of the Knights for Worceſterſhire, in 
15 Car. I. and when the rebellion broke out, was a Member 
in Parliament for the town of Ailſbury; and having, on all 


occaſions, given proofs, both of his fidelity to the crown, and 


and the rights of the ſubject, was entruſted by the King, in 
the year 1642, (on the Houſes paſſing an ordinance for ſettling 
the militia in ſuch hands as they could confide in) with a com- 
miſſion for arraying men for his ſervice, in Worceſterſhire, to 
which his Majeſty appointed none, in the ſeveral counties, but 
perſons of the firſt quality, and unexceptionable to the public, 
having charged the ordinance beforementioned, to be againſt 
Sir John Pakington endeavouring, with all his power, to 
execute this commiſſion, was taken priſoner, and committed to 
the Tower, fined five thouſand pounds, had his eſtate ſequeſtred, 
and, for his loyalty and ſervices in the King's cauſe, his houſe 
in Buckinghamſhire, {on of the beſt of that county) levelled 
with the ground, and ſuch great waſtes committed in his woods, 
that the loſs could never be computed.

But to come to what is certain, it is 
found in ancient deeds, records, &c. that Sir Roger de Tiche- 
burne, a valiant and daring Knight, was poſſeſſed of the Lord- 
ſhip of Tichburne, in the county of Southampton, temp. Hen. II.

and left iſſue by her two ſons and, a daughter; Sir Walter de 
Tichbourne, Knt.

VI. but dying ſoon after, left iſſue by 
his wife, Anne, daughter of Robert White, of Southwarn- 
borough, in Southampton, Dorothy, married to John Sam- 
bourne, of Berkſhire; Margaret, eſpouſed to John Bruin, from

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He was a Gentleman of great honour, and of an excellent re- 
pute in his country; who, on all occaſions, ſhewed himſelf a 
true patriot thereof, both as a Magiſtrate, and in the Parlia- 
ment, being elected thereto in 35 Eliz. as one of the Knights 
of the Shire for the county of Southampton. In his private 
capacity he was a moſt tender huſband, indulgent father, and 
a kind maſter, and of ſuch an admirable frame of temper, that 
made all eaſy about him. | | 

Of his daughters, Elizabeth, married Robert Garth, and after 
his deceaſe, William Owen, Efqrs; Anne, wedded, firſt, William 
Brock, Eſq; and ſecondly, Sir William Timperly, Knt. and

Sir Walter, his ſecond fon, knighted at Whitehall, the 16th

John White, Lord-Mayor of London, And fram this Sir 
Walter, deſcended James Tichborne, of Frimley, in Surry, and 
of Alderſhot, aforeſaid, Eſq; likewiſe, by a ſecond ſon of the 
ſaid Sir Walter, deſcended Sir Benjamin Tichborne, of Rick- 
manſworth, in Hertfordſhire, Ent. 

Sir Benjamin, his third ſon, knighted at Tichborne, 29 Aug. 
1618, and elected for Petersficld, in two Parliaments, in the 
reign of King Charles I. died without iſſue. 
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Sir Henry Tichborne, his fourth fon, diſtinguiſhed himſelf by 
many brave actions, and an unſhaken love to his country, in 
which reſpect, I ſhall diſtinctly treat of him and his deſcendants, 
before we proceed to the elder branch. This Sir Henry, born in 
the year 1581, (24 Eliz.) having a martial ſpirit, was, from his 
youth, trained up in military diſcipline in Ireland, and the Low- 
country wars, and was by King James I. preferred to the co m- 
mand of an independent company of foot, in Ireland, and con- 
ſtituted Captain and Governor of the Caſtle of Lifford. After 
which, his Majeſty conferred on him the honour of knighthood, 
at his (late) father's ſeat, at Tichborne, the 29th of Aug. 1623. « 
He was Colonel of a regiment of foot, at the breaking out [the 1 
3d of Oct. 1641] of the horrid rebellion and crue] maſſacre of EA 
the Proteſtants in Ireland; and being then eſteemed the beſt 
officer in that kingdom, was appointed, with his own regiment 
of 1000 men, Sir Thomas Lucas's, and Sir Adam Loftus's 
troops of horſe, to ſecure the town of Drogheda, and to 
be Governor thereof; which town, ſituate on both ſides the 
river Boyn, about three miles diſtant from the ſea, was become 
the rebels chief aim; and of ſuch importance, that, next to 
Dublin, it was the chief care of the ſtate to preſerve ; and, Ne 
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Cork and Carrickfergus, were the only places the Proteſtants 
could then keep in that kingdom. TP IE 
Sir Henry Tichborne arrived at Drogheda with his forces, 
the 4th of November, 1641; but was, ſo coldly received by the 
Popiſh inhabitants, that he waited in the ſtreets from two o'clock, 
till nine, before he could get a lodging, and then was forced to 
take one by his own authority, He found the town without bul- 
wark, rampire, or any other fortification, than an ordinary ditch,, 
and an old wall; yet, by a diligent application in repairing thoſe 
defects, he ſuſtained a ſiege of three months, againſt the whole 
power of the rebels, (who, with 14,000 men, ſat down be- 
fore the place in three weeks after he came) notwithſtanding he 
had many traitors within the town, who plotted to deliver it up; 
as allo, his garriſon pinched. with the hardſhips of famine, to the 
degree of eating horſes, dogs, and cats. He ſhewed in theſe ex- 
tremities, a peculiar conſtancy of mind, an uncommon intrepi=- 
| dity, and excellent conduct. In one ſkirmiſh,, wherein 2000 
Iriſh (having notice from ſome of the townſmen) had ſurpriſed 
juſt without the gates, 350 foot, and two troops of horſe, and 
put them in great confuſion (by means of a fog, and ſo loud a 
ſhout, as proclaimed their number to be very great) were yet, by 
the valiant deportment of the Governor, who preſently came to 
their aſſiſtance, put into ſuch order, that charging the rebels 
briikly, they retreated, with the loſs of two hundred men, anc 
were purſued for a mile. And, at another time, when, with the 
aſſiſtance of their Popiſh friends, the rebels had made a breach in 
the wall, in an obſcure place, whereby, at four o'clock in the 
morning, 500 of them had marched ſo far into the town, that, 
thinking it their own, they made a great ſhout ; Sir Henry Tich- 
borne, with only his piſtols in his hands, ran down ſtairs, was 
the firſt that cauſed a drum to beat, and having got ſome ſoldiers 
about him, and the Lord Moor coming in ſeaſonably with ſome 
horſe, thoſe rebels were put to flight, with the ſlaughter of 
above two hundred of them, and ſome of their beſt officers. 
Theſe advantages, and other ſucceſsful ſallies, ſo diſpirited the 
enemy, that at length they drew off with great loſs, before the 
Ear] of Ormond (who intended the raiſing the fiege) marched 


out of Dublin. 


Sir Henry, being afterwards reinforced, defeated the rebels 
in ſeveral encounters, and forced thoſe of the pale into Ulſter 
in conſideration of which ſervices, he was ſworn of the Privy 
Council ; and on the 12th of May, 1642, one of the Lords 
Juſtices of Ireland, in the room of Sir William Parſons; for 
which alteration, no reproach could be faſtened on the King, 
amy Lord Clarendon aſſerts, Sir- Harry Tichborne, being @ 
* man of fa excellent a fame, that, though the Parliament was heartily

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c angry at the removal of the other; and knew this would never le 


© brought to ſerve their turn, yet" they had nothing to object againſt

He continued one of the two Lords Juſtices, till the Marquis 
of Ormond was ſworn Lord Lieutenant; and during his admi- 


niſtration, (which was two years) endeavoured, by all ways, to 


ſupport and relieve the diſtreſſed proteſtants, with ſuch zeal and 
diſintereſtedneſs, that he preferved the good opinions both of the 
King and Parliament; for when the royal cauſe was quite ruined, 


and the Marquis of Ormond had ſurrendered” Dublin to the Par- 


Hament forces, and their Cominiffioners had reduced ſome regi- 
ments, they yet kept Sir Henry Tichborne in pay, as alfo con- 
tinued him in his government of Drogheda ; and be, joining their 
General Jones, was a means of gaining the great victory at Dun- 
gan-hill, (that happened on the 18th of Auguſt, 1647) 6000 of 
che rebels being killed on the ſpot :. but after the murder of King 
Charles I. he forſook' the ſervice, : and contented himſelf with 
living retired, till ſuch time as the confuſions among thoſe who 


Had uſurped the Government of theſe nations, had given oppor- 


funity to the well-wiſhers of the Royal Family to ſhew them- 
ſelves; and then he was with the moſt forward in that work, 
and had a chief hand in diſpoſing the kingdom of Ireland, to 
heir early appearance for a reſtoration of the old conſtitution. 
Which ſervices, his Majeſty King Charles II. had ſo juſt a 
ſenſe of, that, on the enjoyment of his crowns, he conſtituted 
kim Field Marſhal of his forces, in the kingdom of Ireland, which 
Honourable poſt, Sir Henry held till his death, 1667, when he 
was in the eighty-ſixth year of his age. He lies buried at 
Drogheda, with Jane, his wife, daughter of Sir Robert New- 
eomen, of Ireland, Bart. who lived with him many years, and 
died about the year 1664.

Benjamin, their eldeſt ſon, a Captain of horſe in the ſervice

PP 
I now return to Sir Richard Tichborne, Bart. eldeſt ſon and 
heir of Sir Benjamin Tichborne, Knt. and Bart. which Sir 
Richard, had the honour of knighthood conferred on him at 
the Charter-Houſe, the IIth of May, 1603; and on his fa- 
ther's deceaſe, ſucceeded to the title of Baronet. He was ſent 
by King Charles I. Ambaſſador to the Queen of Bohemia; 
and when that Prince was oppreſſed by his rebellious ſubjects, 
he aſſiſted him to the utmoſt of his power; ſecuring for him 
Wincheſter-Caſtle, of which he was owner; and by his in- 
tereſt, a garriſon was brought into it, under the command of 
Lord Ogle, that made a brave defence, and did not ſurrender, 
till the King's affairs were quite ruined.

TH IS is a family of great antiquity; the ſurname of Pal- 

mer, owes its riſe to that zeal for the Holy Land, which, 

for ſome ages, was very warm in Chriſtendom ; and drew 
many perſons of diſtinction, from divers countries, to embark 
in the cruſades, for carrying on the holy war. The ſoldiers, 
who returned home, frequently brought a branch of Palm, of 
the growth of Paleſtine, and wore it as a ſacred badge and token, 
that they had performed their vows of fighting againſt the in- 
fidels; and from this, they were called Palmers, as Sir Henry 
Spelman, tells us. In the number of theſe warriors, were 
ſome of the anceſtors of this ancient and worthy family: at 
the head whereof, after the Engliſh military expeditions to 
Jeruſalem were dropped, on the death of our King Edw.

« ſtance of which, as entered in the proceedings of thoſe Se- 
« queſtrators, was his obſerving the rules and orders preſcribed 
© by the church, preaching up ſubmiſſion to his Majeſty, in- 
« yeighing earneſtly againſt the rebellion, refuſing the covenant, 
keeping company with one, who afterwards, as it was re- 
ported, went to the cavalier, popiſh army, and ſaying, that 
© he: had a parcel of hemp to ſell, and hoped it would bear a 
good price; becauſe, if the times continued, a great many 
< would want hanging; and that, rather than fail, he would 
give it to the King, to hang up the reund-heads. | 

The ſentence of ſequeſtration paſſed upon him, if I miſtake 
not, the ſame day that thoſe articles were exhibited; on the 
« 24th of July following, it was ſerved upon him, when Mr. 
« Playters,. aſking the Sequeſtrators what time they would give 
< him to remove bis family? they anſwered him, not an hour's 
time; and accondingly, himſelf, his wife, and four children, 
< were turned-out of doors. The goth of the ſame month, 
© they entered on the Parſonage-barn, the tythe-hay, and corn 
therein; as like wiſt upon the glebe, (part of which was ſown 
« with barley, flax, peaſe, and other grain, with a crop of 
© graſs ready to be-cut,) and upon all the tythe of the pariſh 
not then gathered in: all which they ſeized into their own 
© hands, and converted to their own uſe for two years together, 
© without ever giving any account, or paying Mr. Playters, the 
© fifths, out of it; but inſtead of that, they took care to levy 
© the taxes of the months of May, and June, upon him, not- 
© withſtanding they had ſeized almoſt the whole produce of 


© that year, either in his barns, or in the fields. Beſides which, 


© the. poor Gentleman had another misfortune befel him: for 
© having buried ſeveral of his children in the chancel, he hid 


© in one of their graves, on proſpect, without queſtion, of thoſe 
_ © troubles. which afterwards came upon him, about 200 pieces 


© of gold, which theſe godly reformers, as they were tearing 
© up the rails, and levelling'the chancel, happened to diſcover; 
© and, as zealous as they were againſt ſuperſtition, and idola- 
try, made no conſcience-of committing a robbery very near 
© allied to ſacrilege, carrying away every penny of it. He had

either put under ſequeſtration, or, what was as bad, forbid the

TH 18 family is of Saxon extraction, and flouriſhed in the 
county of Kent long before ſurnames were in uſe, as plainly 
appears by the Doomſday-Book, and the T extus 'Raffen/ais, and 


by ſeveral Saxon deeds ftill in being. The name Dering, is a 


Saxon word, and ſignifies terror; and the horſe, which is the 
creſt of the family, was the arms of the chief Saxons, and par- 
ticularly of Hengiſt himſelf, and of all the Kings of Kent ſuc- 
ceflively. In the Textus Roſfenſis we find, that Diering Miles 
was a witneſs to a deed, by which King Etheluff gave certain 
lands in Cucolaſtone, to the church of Rocheſter, 880. And 
he is ſaid to be deſcended in a direct line from Ethelwald, King 
of Diera, whoſe father Oſwald was ſlain by Penda the Mercian, 
642. And Ethelwald, being then an infant, not four years old, 
was defeated of his kingdom by Oſway, his baftard uncle, and 
forced to fly into Kent, where his poſterity were called the 
Dierans, as coming from that country. From this Diering 
Miles, to the Norman invaſion, are reckoned ſeven generations ; 
the laſt of which was called Dering filius Syredi, and was ſlain 
with King Harold, at Battel, in Suſſex. He was father of Syred 
de Ferningham, who was the father of Leofget, who, upon the 
death of William the Norman, took up arms with Odo, Biſhop 
of Baicux, in behalf of Duke Robert; but being over-power- 


ed, he retired with his family into Normandy, where he had

nerouſly afliſted in their greateſt neceſſitics Thus diſtinguiſhed, 
by his loyalty and other happy vittues, his country, * upon the 
happy reſtoration of the church and monarchy, judgin him to 
be a perſon moſt fitly qualified to repreſent then, Heckel him 
one of their Knights to the Parliament which met Ma-; 1661, 
and continued to ſit to the period of his life. He Was twice 
married; firſt, to Jane, daughter of Sir John Garrard, of La- 
mer, in Hertfordſhire, Knt. and Bart. and Elizabeth his wife, 
daughter of Sir Edward Barkham, Knt. by whom he hag four 
daughters, Jane, Elizabeth and Judith, twins, and Suſanna;

Mary, the firſt wife to 
Sir Marmaduke D'Ayrel}, Ent. late of Caſtle Camps, in Cam- 
bridgeſhire, and Vere, young Ladies that were learned beyond 
their ſex and years, the firſt in the Latin tongue, the latter in 
Mathematicks, and Algebra. Sir Juſtinian being at Oxford to 
place one of his ſons in Chriſt Church, was ſeized with a fit of 
the ſtone, which deprived the world of this valuable man, March 
2, 1674, in the ſixty-fifth year of his age. | 

Sir Tages Iſham, Bart. then within age, ſucceeded him; a 
young Gentleman of a beautiful perſon, and a ſweet diſpoſition, 
who having finiſhed his travels in France and Italy, aud being 
on the point of entering into the ſtate of matrimony, was, July 
26, 1681, ſnatched away by death, at London, in the very 
flower of his youth, being but twenty-four years old; upon 
which, the title and eſtate deſcended to his next brother, 

Sir Juſtinian Iſham, Bart. who met with the news of his 
brother's death as he was returning to England from France. 
In 1685, 1 Jac. II. he was elected a Burgels| for the town of 
Northampton; after which, when our e religion and laws were 
ſtruck at in that unfortunate reign, upon the. landing of the 
Prince of Orange, he appeared in arms at Nottingham, where 
ſeveral Lords, and a god number of Gentlemen of the beſt 

uality and fortunes, having formed themſelves into a troop, as 
a guard to the Princeſs Anne, moſt of them were for conferring 
the command of it upon him, which he modeſtly declining, the 
choice fell on the Right kev. Dr. Compton, Bithop of Lon- 
don, whom he propoled, and he contented himſelf with being 
their cornet, the {ſtandard he bore having this motto in letters 


of gold, Nolumus leges Anglie muas; without doubt, the 


true motive he engaged upon; for it is apparent by his 
behaviour, in the Convention that enſued, ne had little 
thoughts of running the lengths of ſome people, notwith- 
ſtanding he ſtood as fair for preferment as mot, and had even 
ood offers, particularly, as we are informed, that of a commiſ- 
ion to raiſe a regiment of foot, His being bail for a certain

Anno 1711, he was 
conſtituted one of the Commiſſioners of the then new erected 
office of the Duty on Hides, &c, as alſo Commiſſioncr for the

ing ſuperſeded the firſt of King George I. ſome time after he 
took a tour into the Netherlands, France, and Italy, and after 
his return, married Mary, only ſurviving child of the late L'Iſle 
Hacket, of Moxhull, in the county of Warwick, Eſq; and born 
of his ſecond wife, Dorothy, daughter to Sir 3 
of Caſtle Bromwich, in the ſaid county, Bart. which L'Ifle 
Hacket, Eſq; was eldeſt fon to Sir Andrew Hacket, by Mary, 
his wife, firſt daughter and coheir to John L'Iſle, of Moxhul.

Sir Edmund Iſham, the prefent Baronet, who was bred up in 
the Univerſity of Oxford, choſe Fellow of St, Mary Magdalen 
College, in 1720, and taking the degree of Doctor of Law in 
1723, removed to the College of Civilians, in London, and was 
there admitted into the number of Advocates, He was at 
length appointed Advocate for the Admiralty, which he reſign- 
ed in 1742, and has been conſtantly elected Knight of the 
Shire for Northampton in all the Parliaments! held from his 
enjoying the title to the preſent time.

TI is a family af great note and antiquity, being found 
in Doomſday- book, poſſeſſors of Bagot's Bromley, in this 
county, at the time of the Conqueror's ſurvey, when they held 
it of Robert de Stafford, anceſtor of the ancient Barons Staf- 
ford, whoſe male line determining about the time of Richard I. 
in Robert de Stafford, his ſiſter and heir, Millicent, conveyed | 
this Barony by marriage to Hervey Bagot, a younger branch 
of this family, who thereupon aſſuming, the ſurname, as well 
as title, of Sofford, became progenitor to the ſucceeding Ba- 
rons and Earls of Stafford and Dukes of Buckingham, 5 
The firſt we find mentioned in the pedigree, which is well 
ſupported by deeds, and other evidences, is Bagod, Dominus 
Ae 4 Bramele, which he held of Robert de Stadford, as 
mentioned in Doomſday- book. He had a ſon, Bagod, who 
was father of Bagot, whoſe ſon, Simon, is proved by a decd 
without date. He had two ſons ; Sir Hugh Bagot, Knt. Do- 
minus de Bromley, and Sir William Bagot, Knt. whoſe iflue 
failed.

TRELAWNEY, of Trelawney, Cornwall, 
Created BaRoNET, July 1, 1628. 


T Relawny, Trelany, Trelone, Trilone, and, as in Dooms- 
day-Book, Treloen, a Lordſhip fituate in Alternon, in the 
county of Cornwall, gave denomination. to this ancient family 
that flouriſned in the ſaid county. before the Conqueſt ; Eduni 
held the ſame in the time of King Edward the Confeſſor. Ha- 
melin his ſon, (as it is preſumed,) was likewiſe the poſſeſſor 
after the Norman invaſion, by a tenure from the Eart of Mor- 
tain, as found in that great aſſeſſment made in the reign of 
King William I. at which time it was rated at two carves and 
half, two ſervants, and ten acres of wood, with ten of paſture, &c. 
A deſcendant from Hamelin was Richard de Trelony, who 
by deed without date, gave to Pagan, ſon of Cleke, half an 
acre of land in Caron, parcel of the Manor of South Caron, 
He left William, his ſon, who.was ſeized in his demeſne as of 
fee of a fourth part of a Knights fee in Tregenclck., He was

The ſaid William de Trelawny, was one of the Burgeſſes re- 
turned for Launceſton, to ſerve in the Parliament at Weſtmin- 
ſter, 19 Edw. II. He married Margery, daughter to John de 
Rypariis, or Rivers. | | richt 
Son and heir of William, was another William, who mar- 
ried Joan, ſole ſiſter and heir to John, and daughter to Richard 
Doyngnell, and left iſſue John, his ſon and heir. 
Which John, upon his father's death, became poſſeſſed of 
the ancient patrimony, and had the honour of Knighthood. 
He was living 8 Hen. IV. at which time a fine was levied by 
him and his wife Matild, daughter to Robert Mynwenyke. He 
and his Lady were both living 19 Rich. II. (About this time, 
viz. 12 Hen. IV. one Richard Trelenay, was one of the Mem- 
bers to ſerve in Parliament for Launceſton.) He had iflue a ſon 
of his own name. „ Tp 
Which John, received the honour of Knighthood, and was 
one of the Knights of the Shire for Cornwall. He was in the 
ſixth year one of the Coroners of that county, and being in the 
King's ſervice in Normandy, and thereby not able to attend 
that place, a writ iſſued for electing another. This office of 
oroner was formerly conferred only upon the wiſeſt Knights 
of the county, who could attend thereon, (Stat. Weſtm. c. x.) 
and it appears from the regiſter of writs, that if the perſon 
choſen to this office was not a Knight, and had not 10d ſolid, 


pf rent of freehold ; he was to be removed. 


In the 4th of Hen. VI. he, (with Sir William Cheyne, and 
others,) was Commiſſioner 'of. Oyer and Terminer, and he at- 
teſts a deed dated 29 July, enrolled in the Tower. He ſo emi- 
nently ſignalized himſelf in the wars of France, that King 
Henry V. on the 27th of September, in his ſeventh year, at Gi- 
ſors, in Normandy, (as a juſt recompence of his ſignal ſervices,) 
granted him twenty pounds yearly for his life. And his ſucceſ- 
for, King Henry VI. was pleaſed to confirm it to him again in 
the firſt year of his reign, and granted him, fas. it is faid,) in 
augmentation to his arms, the coat of the three oaken or laurel 
leaves, the ſymbols of conqueſt. Certain it is, that he was the 
Erſt of this family who bore that addition. Under the picture 
of the former of theſe Kings, which ſtood formerly over the 
great pate at Launceſton, was this obſolete rhyme : 


He that will doe ought for mee, 
Let tym love well Sir John Tirlawnee.

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He was living 12 Henry VI. as appears by an indenture made by 
Robert Whyttingham (Receiver-General of the Duchy of 
Cornwall) and John Lower, of the profits of the ſaid county, 
wherein mention is made of the payment to the ſaid Sir John, 
of the annuity aforeſaid for Michaelmas term that year. He 
married Agnes, daughter to Robert Trogodeck. 

This Sir John is often named, as reſiding at Treſerret, and 
had ifſue Joan, wife of Thomas Upton, of Treloiſn, and Iſabel, 
married to Stephen Trenewith, to whom, and the heirs of their 
body, 75 lands in Trenthill, &c. and two ſons, Sir Ri- 
chard, John, Sir Richard, in the life-time of his father, 
was one of the Burgeſſes for Liſteard, in the Parliament g Hen. 


V. and on July 1, 2 Hen. VI. Sit John, the father, ſettles ſe-

A. D. 1568, having made his will 10 Eliz. wherein he propoſes 
an eſtabliſhment of his inheritance on his name and family ; 
leaving John, his eldeſt ſon, heir to his eſtate, who died-an in- 


fant ſoon after, viz. 1570, Whereupon Fenathan, his brother, 


was the next heir, who was born at Foy, 17th Dec. 1568, be- 
ing eight weeks after the death of his father. His Lady ſur- 
vived him, and was re-married to Sir William Mohun. 

This Jonathan was Member of Parliament for the borough 
of Liſkeard, in 28, 31, and 35 Eliz. of which he was choſen 
Recorder 39 Eliz. and anno 35 Eliz. had a quietus for collect- 
ing the Queen's ſubſidies in Cornwall ; 37 Eliz. he was Sheriff 
of that county ; and Knight of the Shire of Cornwall, in 39 Eliz, 
and choſen Steward of the borough of Weſtlow, 1600. 

He was knighted A. D. 1597, being again choſen Knight of 
the Shire in the firſt of James I. in which year he made his will, 
and died during the ſefhon, on the 21it of June, 1604. He was 
a perſon of great honour and intereſt, a Knight well ſpoken, 
ſtaid in his carriage, and of thrifty providence.

This may be ſaid to his and the nation's honour, that the 
6 armies of France have been protected as well as conquered by 
« the Engliſh. Nor did he ſhine lefs in his private than in his 
active life: the reputation he acquired in publick ſervices he 
« adorned with affability, tendernefs, and charity to all about 
+ him : the bravery of the ſoldier was tempered with the polite- 
« neſs of the moſt accompliſhed gentleman, In ſhort, ſo ge- 
nerous and noble a ſpirit attended his whole courſe of life, 
and fo much patience and refignation his laſt moſt painful 
© and lingering illneſs, that he appeared in both equally the 
$ hero, and died great as he had lived. He was very inftru- 
mental in bringing about the late Revolution, though he was 


-5 ſorry that his country required it: he loved his King, but his 


country more: intereſt would have inclined him to fupport 


the King and abſolute power; his honour, and the love of 


© his country commanded his ſervice for the conſtitution, the 


laws, and liberty: he ſerved then with reluctance as againſt 
the King, but he could not ſerve the King when againſt his 


© country. In the great and famous battle of the Boyne, he

very and honour, the important city of Dublin was recom-

Sir Jonathan Trelawney, Bart. eldeſt ſurviving ſon, and 
ſucceſſor to his father, in title and eſtate, was educated at 
Weſtminſter-ſchool, entered into Chriſt Church Coll. Oxon, 
in Mich. term 1668, aged eighteen years, and in the year fol- 
lowing was made Student thereof. Afterwards he took the 
Degrees in Arts, Holy Orders, and had one or two Benefices 


in his own country conferred on him by his relations. In 1680, 


his eldeſt brother died, and thereupon, though the title of Ba- 


ronet, and the paternal eſtate of his family was to come to him 


after the death of his father, yet he ſtuck to his Holy Orders, 
continued in his function, and, upon the tranſlation of Dr. 
Lake to the ſee of Chicheſter, was nominated, by his Majeſty 
King James II. to ſucceed him in Briſtol ; whereupon (after 
he had been diplomated Doctor in Divinity) being conſecrated 
thereunto in the Archbiſhop's Palace at Lambeth, Nov. 8, 


1685, he was introduced into the Houſe of Lords with Bi- 


ſhop Ken, the 11th of the ſame month; on June 8, 1688, he 


was one of the fix Biſhops, beſides the Archbiſhop of Canter- 


bury, Dr. Sancroft, that was committed to the Tower of Lon- 
don, for ſubſcribing a Petition to his Majeſty, wherein he, 
and the reſt of the ſaid Biſhops, ſhetoed the great averſedneſs that 
they found in themſelves to the diſuributing and publiſting in all their 
churches, his Majeſty's late Declaration far liberty of * &c. 
where continuing till they were publickly tried in 


15th of the ſame month. On the 13th of April, 1689, he 
was by his Majeſty, King William III. as a reward for his

* HE town of Aſton, in Cheſhire, gave name to the fa- 
mily of the Aſtons, who have been ſeated there for a long 
time. 1 | | 
In the record of Doomſday book, we find, that Odard held 
this town under William Fitznigell, Baron of Halton, ſub 
anno Chriſti 1086, where we find only one Aſton, named; 
for Aſton juxta Sutton, and Afton Grange, as now they be 
ſevered and diſtinguiſhed, I conceive were then but one town. 
About the reign of Henry the ſecond, I find one Gilbert 
de Aſton certainly poſſeſſed of this town of Aſton juxta Sut- 
ton: in which line and family it hath continued ever fince to 
this day. 
1. Gilbert de Aſton was Lord of Aſton juxta Sutton, and 
lived in the time of King Henry II. Richard -the firſt, and

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part of King John, at leaſt. This I take to be clear out of

He was born in the pariſh of Pickwell, and educated at 
* Lincoln-college, in Oxford; where he was chamber: fellow 
with the famous Dr. Sanderſon, for eight years. After he was 
| © ſettled here in his native pariſh, he attended his miniſterial cure 
with great diligence, and lived in great eſteem and reſpect with 
© all his neighbours, till the breaking out of the Great Rebellion 
* in the year 1642. The firſt attack that was made upon him, 
was when the Parliament ſent a regiment to be quartered about 
* that place, where ſix troopers, with their horſes, were quar- 
* tered upon him; who continued off and on for a year or two. 
© They firſt attempted bim by way of diſpute, concerning the 
* Liturgy and conſtitution of the Church of England, which 
* paſſed in writing, by way of objection and anſwer : but find- 
ing they were like to do little good that way, they betook 
* themſelves to rougher methods. "They ravaged his houſe, and 
* abuſed his children and ſervants, demanded unreaſonable pro- 
viſions to be made for them; and would ſometimes take up a 
good diſh of meat from the table, an throw it upon the ground, 
© decauſe not cooked, or dreſſed up to their humour and palate ; 
they debauched ſome of the ſervants; and when complaint 
was made of it to ſome of the neighbouring Juſtices, and to 
« ſome of their ſuperior officers, no remedy could be had. Not 
content with this, when three or four of their horſes were 
« ſtolen one night out of the ſtable, they accuſe him of the 
theft, carried him to their head-quarters, and tried him at a 
council of war for his life; and were ready to paſs ſentence 
upon him, when Colonel Ireton, coming ſuddenly in, and ex- 
amining int the matter, ſuſpected there was ſome villainy in

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© it; as indeed it afterwards appeared, that they were ſtolen by 
© ſome of their own party. Whereupon he put a ſtop to their 


proceedings, and diſmiſſed him. When this would not do, 


< they fell a tampering with the pariſſlioners, to try if they could 
prefer, and bring articles againſt him; but at preſent they could 


find none for their purpoſe; and becauſe he ſtill perſiſted in a 


© firm loyalty to the King, and unſhaken zeal for the Church of 
« England, praying for the Biſhops, after they had been voted 
down by the Parliament, they one time came into the church, 
< and diſcharged a piſtol at him then in the pulpit z and at an- 
© other time plucked him out of the pulpit, and pulled his gown, 


| © over his ears. After ſeveral attempts to get falſe witneſſes, 


© they at laſt corrupted three or four, a tailor, a miller, a 
© weaver, and one more: whereupon articles were drawn up, 
< ſubſcribed, and ſworn to before the Committee of Leiceſter ; 
though fome of them afterwards upon their death-beds ſent for 
him, and profeſſed they could not die, till they had declared, 
© that they had been ſuborned to teſtify and ſwear againſt him. 


Some years matters hung in this way; he being banded from 


Committee to Committee, though the clearneſs of his caſe was 
« ſuch, that they could bring it to no concluſion, By this time 
© one of the Committee of Leiceſter had combined with one 
© Wells, an Independent Preacher, who having a ſon brought up 
© a ſilk-weaver in New-England, ſent for him over to be married 


sto the Committee- man's daughter, and the Rectory of Pick- 


< well was pitched upon for the portion for his daughter. And 
© now matters were puſhed on with more vigour: but finding 
< that little good would be done at country Committees, the cauſe 
was removed to London, and brought before the Committee of 
© the Houſe of Commons; where Mr. Cave was adviſed to retain 
* Bradſhaw, for his Council; who. at firſt told him, that bis 
< cafe was clear and good: but being tampered with the night 
© before the trial, by the oppoſite party, he told him the next 
© morning, he much feared how his cafe would go; and two of 
his near kinſmen, both Members of the Houſe, Sir William 
< Armyn, and Sir Arthur Haſlerigg (the only two he was re- 
© lated to of that party) firmly promiſed him to be at the 
Committee, and to ſupport his cauſe ; but both of them thought 
© fit to be abſent. Accordingly the cauſe went againſt him; and 
© an order was directed to the Committee in the country to diſ- 
< pollc!s him; who ſent a file of muſqueteers, and turned father, 
mother, and fix children, out of doors at once, not ſuffering 
the neighbours to take them in, nor to have one bit of bread, 
© nor draught of drink, out of their own houſe. And now, hav- 
© ing made clean work of it, a parcel of itinerant preachers were 
* ſent to Prekwell, to mock God with a day of thankſgiving, that 
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$ the people. were delivered from ſuch an ignorant, unlearned, 
« and unſkilful teacher. He and his family notwithſtanding were 
$ entertained by the neighbours for the preſent, Baugh they-were 
not ſuffered long to continue there, nor he to teach ſchool there, 
« or. elſewhere. Whereupon he took up his dwelling near Stam- 
ford; where not being ſuffered to abide long, he removed up 
to London; when being broken with age and ſufferings, and 
worn out with long and tedious winter journeys, from Com- 
mittee o Committee, he departed this life about the beginning 
of November, 1657.

© hearts, if they may return and report you guiltleſs. Believe me, 
the Que:n herſelf will be much affected with joy, who affirm- 
ed to me, at my coming from her, that never any thing befel 
© her more grievous, than that you were charged with ſuch a 
crime: Wherefore lay aſide the bootleſs privilege of Royal 
< Dignity, which here can be of no uſe to you, appear in judge- 
ment, and ſhew your innocence ; left by avoiding trial, you 
draw upon yourſelf ſuſpicion, and lay upon your reputation 
© an eternal blot and aſperſion. |

None nobler, none leſs aſpiring: none more buſie, yet none 
more punctual in his hours and orders. Corpulent he was, but 
temperate; a batchelor, (and the onely one of the Queen's 
favourites, ) yet chaſte : quick were his diſpatches, but weighty; 
many his orders, and confiſtent : numerous were the addreſſes 
to him, and eaſie of acceſs. Seldome were his orders reverſed 
in Chancery, and ſeldomer his advice oppoſed in council. So 
juſt he was, that his ſentence was law with the ſubje& ; ſo wiſe, 
that his opinion was oracle with his Soveraign : ſo exact was 
Queen Elizabeth, that ſhe called upon him for an old, debt, 
though it broke his heart; ſo loving, that ſhe carried him a

THIS is a family of good antiquity, who have long flou- 
riſhed, with great reputation and eſteem, in the county of 
Devon; but it is not certain when they firſt reſided at Polti- 
more. They were ſole Lords of it in Edward the firſt's reign, 
having then preſented to the Living of Poltimore. The Hock- 
iſham eſtate lies contiguous to it, and is in the preſent Sir Ri- 
chard's poſſeſſion, being brought into the family by the ſecond 
match in this pedigree, who was a daughter of de Hock- 
iſham. Weſton Bampfield, in Somerſetſhire, belongs now to 
Sir Richard, and has always been poſſeſſed by the heirs male, 
as far as there are any traces to be found of this family. A 
conſiderable eſtate, at Hardington, in Somerſetſhire, was given 
to Sir. Copleſtone Warwick Bampfylde, father of Sir Ri- 
chard, by Warwick Bampfylde, .a deſcendant from Peter 
Baumfield, ſecond ſon of John Baumfilde, by Agnes de Peder- 
ton; ſince: which time the name of Warwick has been taken 
by the family. Margaret St. Maur was deſcended from the 
Barons of that name, through the Lovels, Barons of Caſtle- 
Cary; the Earls of Douglas, in Scotland; the Earls of Bre- 
teuil, Pacey, and Yvery, in Normandy; alſo the Lords de la 
Zouche, of Aſhby ; Roger de Quinace, Earl of Wincheſter,

He was, 
therefore, when in ſome meaſure qualified for it by ſchool 
learning, ſent to the Univerſity of Oxford, where he became 
a Member, in the quality of a Nobleman, (as they are there 
called,) of Corpus Chriſti College. How well he anſwered 


that title, appeared from his. very ſplendid way of living there, 


and that large and noble plate he left to his College when he 
went thence, which remained a long while after a monument 
of his munificence, until at length, with ſome other pieces, it 
was ſtolen away. 

After this, having ſtopped at London ſome time, Sir Cople- 
ſtone returned into his native county, which happened to be 
in the dregs of anarchy and confuſion ; but, having a vigorous 
ſoul, actuated, even then, with principles of loyalty to his So- 
vereign, though in exile, and of duty to the church, then under 
a cloud, he became very induſtrious, with ſeveral other perſons 
of honour and quality in theſe parts, for the happy reſtoration 
of both. But then his zeal this way, rendered him at length 
ſuſpected to the men in power: Inſomuch, Meſſengers, or 
Purſuivants, were ſent abroad to apprehend him; at which 
time, he was pleaſed to conceal himſelf a while at Trill, one 
of the houſes of his noble friend, John Drake, Eſq; afterward 
Sir John Drake, Knight and Baronet; by which means he 
eſcaped their hands. ; - 

Notwithſtanding any theatening danger that mens happen, 
his generous mind could not be affrighted from following his 
duty and honour. And therefore, when the Commons of the 
city of Exeter began to riſe, and to put themſelves in arms, 
declaring for a free Parliament, which happening at the gene- 


ral quarter- ſeſſions, for the county of Devon, this Gentleman, 


and ſeveral other perſons of quality, were there preſent; they 
all agreed in a Remonſtrance to be forthwith drawn up, and 


ſent to the Parliament. This was a matter of no ſmall conſe- 
x quence, 
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quence, and by none more vigorouſly purſued than by this 
honourable perſon : So that the Remonſtrance was drawn up, 
and preſented to the Houſe by this Gentleman's uncle, Thomas 
Bampfylde, Eſq; then Recorder of that city. 

This Remonſtrance became a precedent to many other towns 
and cities in England to do the like: Whereby the army in and 
about London, conſiſting of fourteen thouſand old foot ſoldiers, 
were diſperſed throughout the kingdom (of which fifteen hun- 
dred were ſent to Exeter) to prevent the like inſurrection as 
had bappened there, elſewhere. Which diſperſion, how much 

it facilitated General Monk's march into London but with 
ſeven thouſand old ſoldiers, and conſequently, how greatly this 
bold and briſk Addreſs of our Country Gentlemen, promoted 
the happy Reſtoration of Church and State, which ſoon hap- 
pened hereupon, is very obvious to obſerve, if not ſo eaſy for 
envy to acknowledge. | a | 

After this, again, (may we credit a late Hiſtorian,) when our 
moſt noble countryman, General Monk, was come into Eng- 
land with his army, to reſtore the nation to its right ſenſes, the 
county of Devon, together with the city of Exon, join in a Pe- 
tition of Right to his Excellency the faid General ; and it was 
agreed that it ſhould be preſented to him by the hands of this 


great Patriot, Sir Copleſtone Bampfeilde, for which, what en- 


tertainment he met withal from the Rump, you may take as 
follows: | 8 | 

Sir Copleſtone Bampfeild, preſenting to General Monk an 
humble Petition for Right, in the name of the city and county 
of Exeter and Devon, without any reſpe& to the counties 
whence he came, the meſſage he carried, or the honourable 
perſen to whom employed, with another honourable Gentle- 


man that came on a like account, was confined to the Tower 


by the Rump. But his ſtay there was not long, for Charles the 
Second at length came. | 

Hence this 3 having thus acted in conjunction with 
other worthy Patriots, for reſtoring the public welfare, it may 
not be forgotten, what particular care and pains he took for the 
conſerving thereof, beyond a poſſibility of an interruption : 
And this he did, by difarming diſaffected and ſuſpicious perſons, 


whoſe diſloyalty was now become not only their principle, but 


their intereſt, as being (ſome of them at leaſt) in profitable of- 
fices and places of truſt ; others in the poſſeſſion of the King's, 
or Church's lands and houſes, and they could now near as wil- 
lingly have parted with their lives, as with-them. 

This Gentleman, together with another very honourable 
perſon of our county, the Hon. Sir William Courtenay, of Pow- 
serham-Caſtle, Part, raiſing each a gallant troop of about an 
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hundred and twenty Gentlemen, (moſt of them perſons of qua- 
lity and eſtates,) in the head of which they rode themſelves, 
ſecuring ſome, and diſarming others, they brought all the diſ- 
affected in thoſe parts, into a due ſubjection to the Government, 
in a little time. | | 

When theſe dangers now were ſo happily over, and the na- 
tion once more ſettled upon its ancient bottom, this honourable- 
perſon had the whole Poſſe Comitatus of Devon put into his 
hands, by King Charles the Second; he being the firſt High- 


Sheriff of this county, which he made after his return to the 


throne ; and this was in the year 1661. Which office, Sir 
Copleſtone executed with great ſplendor, in an extraordinary 
number of liveries and attendants. | 
Nor was this the only place of truſt and honour he was con- 
cerned in, for the ſervice of his'Prince and Country ; but, be- 
ſides his being conſtantly in Commiſſion of the Peace, and De- 
puty Lieutenant of the county, (a little while only excepted in 
King James the Second's reign, when he, with a great many 
other loyal Gentlemen, had the honour to be turned out,) he 
was choſen (in deſpight of all the intereſt could be made to the 
contrary) Knight of the Shire, to ſerve as one of the Repreſen- 
tatives of this honourable county in Parliament; ſo generally 
was he beloved. 15 e | 
Nor was this Gentleman concerned only in the menagery of 
the civil affairs of the county; but engaged in the military alſo, 
as being (what of long time was in his family) one'of the Co- 
lonels of the County Militia ; in which poſt he continued unto 
the time of the Monmouth Invaſion, when ſomewhat declining 
in his health, and his ſon being come of age, he dropped that 
honourable office into his hands. 
Having thus accompanied this eminent perſon to the laſt 
ſcene of his life, we can do no leſs than obſerve, how he per- 
formed that part thereof, and ſo quitted the ſtage of mortality. 
When the Prince of Orange firſt landed in Devon, and had 
marched with his army ſo far as Exeter, Sir Copleſtone being 
ill himſelf, was yet pleaſed that his ſon, the Colonel, ſhould 
wait upon his Highneſs, and congratulate his arrival, as one 
come to preſerve our Laws and Religion, and maintain the 
eltabliſhed Government. But when, at length, he apprehended 
that matters were carried beyond all imaginations, fearing a 
change would be made in the fundamental conſtitution of the 
Government, he fo far declared againſt thoſe proceedings, as 
to refuſe payment of any new-made rates and taxes, and the 
Collectors were enforced to levy them by diſtreſs upon his goods. 
Not long after, going to viſit his ſon's relict at Warleigh, 
the gout, with which in his latter years he had been greatly 
| afflicted, 
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afflicted, returned upon him with violence, and, like an armed 


man, ſurprizing the caſtle of his heart, ſoon put a period to his 


days, in the fifty-fifth year of his life, 1691. 885 | 

Before his deceaſe, (what is very remarkable,) he called his 
family together, and left this in ſtrit charge with them, that 
they * d always continue faithful to the Religion of the eſta- 
bliſhed Church of England, and be ſure to pay their allegiance 
to the right Heirs of the Crown.

1 HIS is certainly a family of great antiquity, and have been 
long ſeated in this county; (according to tradition ever 
ſince King John's time;) whether they are the younger branch 
of the Burgoynes, that were anciently ſeated at Impington, and 
Long Stanton, in the county of Cambridge, and were Lords of 
Caxton, in that county; or whether thoſe ſeated there were de- 
ſcended from this branch, we cannot determine. 

Robert Burgoyne, Eſq; we find was a perſon of conſiderable 
note, temp. Hen. VIII. and one of the Auditors of the Exche- 
quer. He was alſo one of the Commiſſioners appointed by King 
Henry VIII. to take the ſurrender of the Monafteries in War- 
wickſhire, and other counties, and to ſend an account of their 
Rate, the religion and virtue of the Nuns, &c.

TH AT there have been ſeveral perſons of this family of great 
eminence and reputation, and that their ancient ſeat was at

name was anciently written,) was returned one of the Knights 
for Weſtmoreland, in ſeveral Parliaments in the reign of King 


Edward II. John de Stirkeland was elected one of the Knights 


of the Shire for the meer of Weſtmoreland, in 1 Edw. III. and 
his ſon, Walter de Stirkeland, ſerved in ſeveral Parliaments in 
the ſame reign ; as did alſo another Walter de Stirkeland, in the 
reign of King Richard II. 

n the reign of Henry IV. 1400, William Stirkeland was

William Strickland, who had been before elected Biſhop of 
Carliſle, 1395, but kept out of it till 1399, received the tempo- 
ralties Nov. 15, that year, and became conſecrated at Cawood, 
Aug. 24, 1400, by the Archbiſhop of York, on the King's re- 
commendation of him to the Pope.

T HIS famous family, firnamed de Chiceſter, according to 
Mr. Camden, have been long ſeated at Raleigh, in De- 
vonſhire, though they were of good eſteem in this county, long 

before that feat came to them. |

leran de Cirenceſter, (ſaid to be denominated from Cirenceſter, 
in Glouceſterſhire,) deſcended from a brother of Robert de Chi- 
cheſter, Biſhop of Exeter, who was conſecrated anno 1128.

99. GooDRICKE, of Ribſtan, Fan

OODRICKE is a Saxon name, ſignifying God's Juriſ- 
_ dition. It is mentioned by Ingulphus, and other Hiſtorians 
of the Saxon times, and is inſcribed upon ſeveral old Saxon coins, 

It appears from the viſitation of Robert Glover, Somerſet He- 
rald, that this family flouriſhed for ſeveral generations, at Nor- 
tingley, or Nortonlee, in Somerſetſhire, all whoſe names, mar- 
riages, and iſſue, are ſpecified in the family pedigree. 

At length Henry Goodricke, the third ſon of Robert Good+ 
ricke, of Nortingley, marrying an heireſs, the daughter of 
Thomas Stickford, Eſq; in 1 the family flouriſhed 
in that county; where, after ſix generations, William Goodricke, 
of Eaſt- Kirby, Lincolnſhire, Eſq; married to his ſecond wife, 
Jane, the heireſs of Mr. Williamſon, of Boſton, by whom he 
had three ſons and a daughter: The ſons were, John, Thomas, 
and Henry, (anceſtor to the preſent Baronet, of whom hereafter), 
of which, John, the eldeſt, ſucceeded to his father's eſtate, and 
was denominated of Bullingbrook, in Lincolnſhire, and _— 
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410 80 OD RICK E, of Ribſtan. 
Tied a daughter of Sir Lionel Dimock, of Maring, in that 
county, Knt. Thomas, the ſecond ſon, was in great favour 
with King Henry VIII. and was employed by him, in ſeveral 
negotiations with foreign Princes. He was one of the thirty. 
two Commiſſioners impowered to reform the canon laws, in 
that King's reign ; and when King Edward VI. had reduced 
that number to eight, he was one of them. He was ſent, with 
others, to reform the Univerſity of Cambridge, and was one of 
the Compilers of the Engliſh 3 He was twenty years 
Biſhop of Ely, and by King Edward VI. was joined in com- 
miſſion, with others, to carry the Order of the Garter to the 
French King, and made an oration at his being inveſted with 
it. The ſame King made him Lord Chancellor of England; 
trom which office he was removed by Queen Mary, and died, 
unmarried, May 10, 1554, nine months after King Edward. 
The Reverend Mr. Downes, in his Lives of the Compilers 
of the Engliſh Liturgy, gives this account of him: | 
This worthy Prelate was deſcended from an antient and weal- 
thy family, and was born at Kirby, in Lincolnfhire, and edu- 
cated at Corpus Chriſti College, in Cambridge. He took ht; 
firſt degree in arts, in 1510, the ſame year with Cranmer and 
Latimer; commenced Maſter in 1514; and, in 1516, was 
Proctor of the Univerſity, He applied himſelf to his ſtudies 
with unwearied induſtry; and acquired a great reputation, for 
his uncommon proficience, not only in divinity, but in the 
knowlege of the civil and canon law. His great merit ſoon re- 
commended him to the favour of King Henry, who ſent for 
him to Court, adviſed with him in the moſt difficult affairs of 
ſtate, and employed him in frequent embaſſies to foreign Princes. 
In his reign he commenced Doctor of Laws; and on April 19, 
15 34, was conſecrated Biſhop of Ely, in Archbiſhop Cranmer's 
chapel, at Croydon. He continued Biſhop of that diocefe 
above twenty years; and finding the palace at Ely old and 
ruinous, at his own charge repaired and beautified it, and built 
a ſpacious and magnificent gallery on the north fide of it. He 
was a great favourer of the Reformation ; and, on account of 
his ſingular learning, was conſulted with, and employed in the 
moſt important affairs relating thereto, He had a great hand 
in drawing up, The Iuſtitution of a Chriſtian Man; (for a more 
particular account of which book, ſee the Life of Archbiſhop 
Cranmer, p. xi, xli.) and was a ſincere promoter of pure re- 
ligion, and a patron to all learned men, who, he thought, might 


be of ſervice, towards the abolition of the papal tyranny and 


ſuperſtitions, and the reſtitution of true primitive Chriſtianity. 
Among theſe he had a particular eſteem for Dr. Richard Cox, 
Whom he made his Chaplain ;z and, by his intereſt at Court, 
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prevailed. to have the education of the young Prince Edward 
committed to his care, Eat. 

After the death of King Henry, he was found fo ſerviceable 
in promoting the regular progreſs of the Reformation, and ſo 
uſeful a counſellor in all difficult affairs both of church and 
ſtate, that it was thought neceſſary to beſtow a ſuitable reward 
on him, for his great ſervices. Accordingly, he was ſworn into 
the Privy-council ; and, in 1551, was made Lord Chancellor of 
England. He is, on this occaſion, much abuſed by Dr. Bur- 
net; who, not content with a large invective againſt him, for 
accepting a poſt, fo inconſiſtent with the function and duty of a 
Clergyman, as he pretends, goes on to Joad his memory with 
a heavy accuſation of inconſtancy in religion, turning with 
every tide, and _ not to ſuffer for the reformation in 
Queen Mary's reign, 
leſs charge, a baſe and unworthy ſlander on a perſon, to whom 
our reformed church is ſo much indebted : And had Dr. Burnet 
been but as free from thoſe crimes, as the worthy Prelate, whom 
he ſo ſcurrilouſly reflects on, he had left a much fairer character 
behind him, and been in greater repute with impartial poſterity, 
than he is now ever like to be, 

But to return to Biſhop Goodrick. While Chancellor, he 
was admired by all, for his impartial diſtribution of juſtice ; he 
had the bleſſings and prayers of the poor, and the favour and 
eſteem of the rich : His greateſt enemies could not but acknow- 
ledge him gentle, juſt, and ger and his moſt intimate 
friends, when they brought a bad cauſe before him, found him 
inflexible, ſevere, and unprejudiced. Having a great eſteem of 
Biſhop Day's learning, he laboured earneſtly to reduce him from 
his prejudices, and diſpoſe him to a favourable opinion of the 


Reformation; but could do no good on a man fo wilful and 


obſtinate. He was one of thoſe, who drew up that excellent 
book, The Reformation of the Eccleſiaſtical Laws : And at the 
requeſt of King Edward, put the Great Seal to the inſtrument 
for the ſucceſſion of the Lady Jane Grey. This was the reaſon, 
why, upon the fall of that Lady, the Great Seal was taken from 
him, within two days after Queen Mary came to London. 
And though it was thought fit, for the preſent, to let him en- 
joy the benefit of the general pardon ; yet there is no queſtion 
to be made, but that he would, amongſt the reſt of the Mar- 
tyrs, have been brought to the ſtake for his religion, had he 
not died, on the 10th of May, 1554, at Somerſham, of the ſtone.

1 H E name of this ancient family was originally local, and 


derived from the habitation of their progenitors, who (as 


appears by deeds, writings, and other records in the Tower, 
and other places) were, among other lands, owners of an an- 
cient manſion-houſe and Tome lands, ſituate in the pariſh of 
Harwood, and anciently known by the name of the WEY, ſo 
called from the ſituation of it, being about the middle way, and 
almoſt equidiſtant from Barneſtaple, Biddeford, and Torring- 
ton, three chief towns in the north part of Devon. The in- 
habitants of this ſeat, and anceſtors of this family, were firſt of 
all known by the name of DE-LA-WEx, and the firſt of them 
mentioned in their pedigree had coat armour, which hath ever 
ſince continued the ſame to this family, although their names 
have diverſly been written, De-La-WEy, then Dewy, DE- 
VIE, and afterwards contracted and ſoftened into Davis ;

T HIS family appears to be of very ancient ſtanding, and

Olaus Wormius, 
the Daniſh Antiquary, being conſulted by Sir Henry Spelman, 
at the inſtigation of Peter Oſborn, about the derivation of this, 
among other Engliſh names, ſays, he finds it among the ancient 
Daniſh and Saxon names of their Kings; and tells us, it is 
derived from the word Loth and Er, which ſignifies fortune and 
honour ; others look on it as a very honourable name, becauſe 
they obſerve many of the Emperors and Princes of Germany to 
be called Lotharius. But ſince moſt of the Engliſh names, 
and that of the moſt honourable families, are denominated 
from the towns which they were Lords of, it ſeems moſt pro- 
bable, that this family did ſo from their lands and barony of

Sir Fulk Corbett was knighted; between which time and 
1 Car. I. we find ſeventy-one Knights of this family, whereof 
Roger was a Knight Banneret, 19 Edw. III. another Roger 
was knighted in the field beſide Tewkſbury, May 3, 1479. 
Robert was the ſeventh Knight of the Bath, of ftifty-ſeven, 
made at the marriage of Prince Arthur, 14 Hen. VII. And 
17 Hen, VII. Robert, Peter, and another Peter, are in the liſts 
of Lords, Knights, and Eſquires, reſident in Salop, certifying 
them to have eſtates of the value to be made Knights of the 
Bath ; Richard was knighted on Allhallow-Day, 15 Hen. VIII. 
with Henry Somerſet, ſon and heir to the Earl of Worceſter, 
by Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, Lieutenant-General of 
the King's army in France, in the church of Roy, Miles was 

knighted by the Earl of Effex, at the ſacking of Cadiz, 1596, 

and Richard was made Knight of the Bath, 1603, at King 
James's Coronation. A ſon of the before ſpecified Sir Robert, 
was Thomas Corbett, who taking part with the Barons, who 
rebelled at the latter end of King John's reign, that King ſeized 
his caſtle of Caus, &c. which was reſtored to him, 2 Hen. III. 
on the ſaid Thomas Corbett's doing his homage. 16 Hen. II. 
upon a complaint from Llewellin,, Prince of Albeth, againft 
Thomas Corbett, and others, the King returns an anſwer, da- 
ted at Baldoff, Feb. 20, eodem anno, whereby he clears him 
of the ſaid charge. "The ſaid Thomas. was one of the Barons- 
Marchers, x7 Hen. III. who being of a © brave ſpirit, (as hi- 
« ſtorians mention, ) either put himſelf in arms, with ſome of 
the Barons, or being ſuſpected he would, of him, (when the 
© Nobility and Realm grew not a little diſcontented, by reaſon 
* of ſo many Poictovins, and other ſtrangers, being advanced 
into places of power and truſt,) thereupon it was required 
(inter alias) to give hoſtages for his fidelity, till people's 
* minds might be quieted ; on which occaſion Roger, the fon 
* of Richard Corbett, was delivered for his pledge.“ To the 
ſaid Thomas, among other Barons-Marchers, 22 Hen. III. did 
the King ſend his precept, dated March 8, at Tewkſbury, to 


attend 
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attend him at Oxford, upon Tueſday next after the octave of 
Eaſter, there to conſult touching Priming Llewellin's taking 
homage of the great men in Wales. 32 Hen. III. be was con- 
ſtituted Sheriff for the counties of Salop and Stafford, and con- 
tinued in the ſaid truſt the 33d and half the 34th years of 
_ Henry III. between which year and 11 Jac, I. we find the 
Sbrievalty of the county of Salop has been one and twenty 
years, or times, in this family; alſo four years, or times, for 
the county of Stafford, twice for the county of Bucks, twiee

for the county of Oxford, twice for Wilts, twice for Norfolk, 


and once for Bedford. | 

The ſaid Thomas, aforementioned, 41 Hen. III. attended the 
King in his expedition into Wales; and he in July, 41 Hen, III. 
had command to aſſiſt Hamon L'Eſtrange, in preventing the in- 
curſions of the Welch, towards Montgomery; and 42 Hen. III. 
he bad command (among other great men) to fit himſelf with 
horſe and arms, and to attend the King at Cheſter, on Monday 
next after the feaſt of St. John Baptiſt, thence to march againſt 
the Welch, then in hoſtility. The faid Thomas, 44 Hen. III. 
had ſummons, dated at Weſtminſter, Aug. 1, to repair to the 
Marches, with all the power he could raiſe, for the defence of 


thoſe parts, againſt the Welch; and 47 Hen. III. he received 


the King's precept, requiring him to be at Hereford, on the third 
day after Epiphany, well accoutered with horſe and arms, to 
march againſt the Welch, who had then poſſeſſed themſelves of 
divers lands belonging to the King's ſubjects in the Marches; and 
in like manner, to be at Ludlow, upon the octave of the Purifica- 
tion of the bleſſed Virgin. The ſaid Thomas, (who matried Iſa- 
bel, daughter of Reginald, and ſiſter of Roger Valletort, Baron 
of Huberton, died 20 Edw. I. From him deſcended Peter 
Corbett, who, Dec. 12, 5 Edw. I. by a writ then iſſued, di- 
rected to Edmund, Earl of Lancafter, the King's brother, and 
dated at Windſor, was ſummoned along with the ſaid Earl, Ni- 
cholas Corbett, and others, to attend the King at Worceſter, in 
the octaves of St. John Baptiſt, in his expedition againſt the 
Welch; and beſides the ſaid Peter, Robert Corbett, of Salop, and 
Nicholas Corbett, of Northamptonſhire, are in the Marſhal's roll 
of the Nobility, and perſons of Quality, 5 Edw. I. that held by 
Knights ſervice, that offered and acknowledged their ſervice be- 
fore. Humphrey, Earl of Hertford, Conſtable of England, and 
Roger, Earl of Norfolk, Marſhal of England, to attend the 

King on his expedition againſt Llewellin, Prince of Wales. 
Peter Corbett, 1282, 10 Edw. I. was in the expedition made 
into Wales; and June 28, 1283, the ſame King iſſued writs, 
dated at Rotheland, and directed to the Earl of Glouceſter, and 
Peter Corbett, among others, to attend him at Shrewſbury the 
morrow 


- 
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morrow after Michaelmas-day, to aſſiſt in a treaty then to be 
had concerning David, the ſon of Griffin, his captive ; and June 
14, 1287, 15 Edw. I. the ſame Peter, and alſo Nicholas Cor- 
bett, were ſummoned by writ, dated. at Weſtminſter, to attend 
Edmond, Earl of Cornwall, at Glouceſter, three weeks after St. 
LD Baptiſt, with horſes, and arms, on his expedition into 
Wales; and July 16, the ſame year, the King being deſirous 
to. provide an army againſt —— and other Welch rebels, by 
writ, dated at Glouceſter, ſummoned the ſaid Peter to attend 
him at Lampadherner, with four, hundred footmen; and No- 
vember 14, the ſame year, he was, together with Edmund Mor- 
timer, and-others, required to continue in the King's camp at 
Emelen, to curb the malice and rebellion of the Welch: and 
22 Edw.

II. by a writ then 
iſſued, dated at Dover, was ſummoned, along with John, Earl of

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Peter, the Baron, &c. July 30, 3 Edw. II. by a writ then iflued; 
dated at Stamford, directed to Gilbert, Earl of Glouceſter, &c;

men and arms, thence to — with the King againſt the Scots, 
for notorious breach of treaties by them made.

Conſtable of the Caſtle 
of Nottingham, temp. Hen. III. His ſon Alexander was father 
of John, who had a ſon, Lord of Markham, father of John de 
Markham, an eminent Lawyer, temp. Edw. II. & Edw. III. who 
by Joan, daughter to Sir Nicholas Bothomſell, Knt. was father 
of Robert de Markham, Serjeant at Law, temp. Edw. III. who 
married a daughter of Sir John Caunton, of Caunton, Knt. by 
whom he was father of Sir John Markham, Knt. one of the 
Juſtices of the Common-pleas from the 2oth of Rich. II. to 
9 Hen. IV. He acquired great poſſeſſions in Lincolnſhire, by 
nis firſt marriage with Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John de Creſ- 
ſy, Knt. ſiſter and coheir of Sir Hugh de Creſſy, who died 
without iſſue, temp.

4 & HrocktmErToRa, Throckmorton, or the Rockmoot- 
town, from whence this family is denominated, is ſituated 


in the Vale of Eveſham, in the pariſh of Fladbury, anciently 


written Flandenburgh, in Perſhore hundred, in Worceſterſhire, 
a manor containing two hamlets, Hull alias Hill, and Moor. 
The riſe of this family is recorded by no antiquary ; in a pe- 
digree made by Sir William Dugdale, the firſt mentioned is John 
de Throckmorton, who was Lord of the manor of Throckmor- 
ton, in the Vale of Eveſham, about ſixty years after the Nor- 


man Conqueſt, 1130; which leaves no room to doubt, but that 


this family poſſeſſed it at the entrance of the Normans, or long

and being brought up to the ſtudy of the Laws, was afterwards 
of his counſcl.

Robert Throckmorton, Eſq; ſon and heir, twenty-one years 
old at his father's death, I find a Juſtice of the Peace for War- 
wickſhire, from 2 R. III. till towards his death. In 1 Hen. VII. 
he was made of that King's Privy Council; and in 2 Hen. VII. 
this Robert made the Park at Coughton, incloſing therewith a 
certain common ground called Wikewood, whereunto he after- 
wards added Samburneheath, and Spiney's Leys, lying within 
the ſaid Lordſhip of Samburne ; and the ſame year was a Com« 
mander in the King's army at the battle of Stoke. In 10 Hen, 
VII. he received ſummons, with divers other perſons of quality, 
to appear before the King in perſon upon the feaſt day of All 
Saints the ſame year, to receive the order of Knighthood, upon 
the advancement of Henry, the King's ſecond ſon, to the Duke- 
dom of York, and created him Knight of the Bath, in honour 
whereof theſe were to be made Knights of that order; yet do 
not I find, by any commiſſion, that he had the title of Knight 
attributed to him till 17 Hen. VII. That he was a man of fin- 
gular piety, the ſundry bequeſts, contained in his teftament, do 
ſufficiently manifeſt ; and of no leſs devotion, as may ſeem by 
his pilgrimage to the Holy Land, which in 10 Hen. VIII. (hav- 
ing ſettled his eſtate) he undertook ; but died beyond ſea in that 
journey.

Sir George, his ſon and heir, ſucceeded, who being a Knight 
in 17 Hen, VIII. was one of thoſe that attended in Court at 
that ſolemn Coronation of Queen Anne, in 25 Hen. VIII. and 


in 18 and 35 Hen. VIII. executed the office of Sheriff for the 


counties of Warwick and Leiceſter. He built that ſtately 
caſtle-like Gate-houſe of freeſtone at Coughton, intending (as 
it ſhould ſeem) to have made the reſt of his houſe ſuitable 
thereto z but the Lord Cromwell, Vicar-general to the King, 
being Lord of the manor of Overſley, in Warwickſhire, and 
beholding thence, with a rapacious eye, this eſtate, lying in 
the vale below, had him imprifoned in the Tower for refuſing 
the Oath of Supremacy, where he was preparing to lay down 
his life for the ſame principles as Biſhop Fiſher, and Sir Tho- 
mas More, profefſed. But Queen Catharine Parr, niece to Sir 
George's Lady, begged the life of her uncle, and was ſo great 
a friend to him, as to procure court preferments for three of 


his ſons, Clement, Nicholas, and George; and when the. 


Lord Cromwell fell into diſgrace, the King was pleaſed to ad- 
viſe with Sir George, amongſt others, in what manner to pro- 


ceed with that unfortunate ſtateſman 3 who complained thereof 
in a doleful letter to the King. He married Catharine, daugh- _ 
ter of Nicholas, Lord Vaux, of Harrewden, by whom he had

ral Parliaments in the reigns of Elizabeth, James I. and Cha. I. 
as one of the Knights ef the ſhire for the county of Warwick, 


and undergone divers other public employments. Clement, his 


ſon, was Lord of the manor of Haieley, 1649, and had three 
ſons, and five daughters; Sir Clement, his eldeſt, knighted by 
King Charles II. and fat in Parliament as one of the burgeſſes 
for Warwick, 1661. He died at Wolverhampton, before his

VIII. and 
a Commander at Bullogne; who in the reign of Edward VI. 
commanded at Muſſelburgh- field, and brought the news of the 
victory ; whereupon he was knighted, and was in the higheſt 
favour and efteem with that King. In the reign of Queen 
Maty he was tried about Wyat's conſpiracy, and made a moſt 
notable defence, as may be ſeen in the State Trials, and by 
the juſtneſs and integrity of the Jury, was acquitted; and at- 
terwards was received by the Queen with great marks of eſ- 
teem ; and was at the Cards of St, Quintin's. In 1 Eliz. he 
was Chief Butler of England, and Chamberlain of the Exche- 
quet, and that year employed as Embaſſador to Francis II. 
King of France, and Mary, Queen of Scots, his conſort, to 
expoſtulate the matter with them for alluming the Arms of 
England, in their quarterings. Much more might be ſaid of 
his actions and negotiations, for he was a valiant ſoldier and 
commander, and a conſummate ſtateſman, He left his own 
life in verſe, written, as is ſuppoſed, in his impriſonment, (and 
is now in the library at Weſton.) He died Feb. 12, 1570, aged 
fifty-ſeven, and Fuller ſays, at ſupper, eating of ſallad, not 
without ſuſpicion of poiſon, the rather becaule happening in

HAT this Baronet is deſcended from an ancient family, 
plainly appears, from a certificate J. to Sir Henry Hun- 
loke, Dec. 14, 1674, by James, Earl of Suffolk, Deputy to the 
Night Hon. Henry, Earl of Norwich, Earl-Marfhal of England, 
wherein he affirms, that his anceſtors, for many deſcents, have 
borne and uſed for their arms, Three Tigers Heads, &c. as ap- 
pou by old records remaining in the College of Arms, which 
eaves no room to doubt of their ancient extraction. | 
And it is evident, from the deeds and writings of this family, 
that Nicholas Hunloke did, in the reign of King Henry VIII, 
ſs a very conſiderable eſtate, not only at Hadley, in Middle- 
ſex, but likewiſe near Bramcot, and Stapleford, in _—_— 
ſhire. He died at London, 8 iſſue two ſons, Nicholas, 
and Thomas, by his wife Alice, daughter of Bryche, of 
Bryche-hall, in Lancaſhire; who remarried to Allen Sutton, of 
Upper-Haddon, in Derbyſhire. | | 
Nicholas, the eldeſt fon and heir, married Elizabeth, daughter 
of —— Barlow, of Barlow, in the county of Derby, and had 
iſſue, Nicholas, Henry, Joan, Margaret, and Chriſtopher. He 
did not only enjoy the paternal] eſtate, but alſo the manor of 
Wingerworth, in Derbyſhire, which he purchaſed from Richard 
Curſon, Eſq; and there the family has ever ſince reſided, except- 
ing a ſhort ſpace, during the time of Oliver Cromwell, who 
baniſhed them (as known loyaliſts to their Sovereign) from their 
houſe, which being a large ſtone building, he converted it into 
a garriſon. But Lady Hunloke, relict of the firſt Baronet, here- 
after mentioned, remarrying with Col. William Michell, one of 
Cromwell officers, the Colonel proved a good friend to the fa- 
mily, and a happy inſtrument of preſerving both the manſion 
and eſtate from any further damage or waſte. She had one 
daughter by the Colonel, who married Sir James Phelyppes, of 
Stoke Charity, in Hampſhire, Knt. but died without iſſue. This 
Nicholas died at Wingerworth, anno 1552, 5 Edw. VI. and

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This Henry Hunloke, Eſq; took to wife Anne, daughter of 


Henry Needham, of Kirtlington, in Nottinghamſhire, and re- 
lit of Lawrence Blundeſton, of Hexgrave Park, in the ſame 
county, by whom he had no iſſue ; and to his ſecond wife, Anne, 
daughter and heir of Richard Alvey, of Corber, in Derbyſhire, 
Gent. of the family of Alvey, in „ by whom he 
had iſſue one ſon, Henry, and a daughter, Anne, married to Henry 


Powtrell, of Weſt-Hallam, in the ſaid county, Eſq; After which, 


the aforeſaid Henry Hunloke, being a Gentleman of great eſteem 
and authority in his country, and Sheriff for Derbyſhire, anno 
1624, to ſhew his affection to his Prince, did, in a very ad- 
vanced age, take a journey to meet King James I. and attending 
him in his progreſs, with a fatigue above his ſtrength, fell down 
dead in the preſence of his Majeſty, at Ilkeſton, in Derbyſhire, 
on the 17th of Auguſt, in the an year, acquiring as much re- 


nown by dying in his duty to his Sovereign, as if he had lived 


to receive the honour of Knighthood, which the King deſigned 
to confer upon him. - 


He was ſucceeded by his only ſon, Henry, not only in eſtate, 


but alſo in loyalty, which he ſufficiently teſtified, by readily lend- 
ing to King Charles I. a conſiderable ſum of money in his moſt 
preſſing neceſſity, even at a time when there was little probabi- 
lity of ever being repaid. This he did at the requeſt of his Ma- 
jeſty, who honoured him with a Letter on this occaſion, dated 
Sept. 14, 1642. | 

But his free concurrence to the maintaining the Royal Cauſe 
{topped not here; for he ſoon after (at his own expence) levied 
and accoutred a compleat troop of horſe in the regiment of Col. 


John Frechevile, of Stavely, in Derbyſhire, Eſq; (afterwards. 


Lord Frechevile,) whereof he himſelf was Lieutenant-Colonel. 
And, to the perpetual honour of his name and family, this young 
hero, not yet twenty-two years of age, like a true patriot of his 
country, at the memorable battle of Edge-hil!, in Warwick- 
ſhire, by an uncommon valour, conduct, and courage, fo ſigna- 


lized himſelf, that King Charles, to publiſh the honour he had 


merited that day, knighted him in the field of battle, and ſoon 


after created him a Baronet. | | 
Not long after, making a bold attempt upon the enemy near 


Beſkwood-Park, in Nottinghamſhire, in a ſkirmiſh with ſome 


of the adverſe party that Jay in ambuſh, he received a cut with 
a ſword in his elbow, which ſo difabled his right hand, that it 
hung uſeleſs in a ſcarf to his dying day; and for his loyalty to 
his Sovereign, he was hned 14581. by the ſcqueſtrators. | 
He married Marina, daughter of Dixey Hickman, of Kew, 
in the pariſh of Richmond, in Surry, Efq; (by Elizabeth his wife, 
daugater of Henry, Lord Windſor; in whoie right the Barony

of Windſor, with the eſtate, deſcended to her brother Thomas, 
late Lord Windſor, afterwards created Earl of Plymouth.) He 
left iſſue Henry, his ſon and heir, who ſucceeded him; and a 
daughter, called Marina, who became a Benedictine nun at Bruſ- 
ſels ; and a poſthumous ſon, called Thomas Windſor, who died 
at Treves, in Germany, Nov. 1672, being a volunteer in the 
French army againſt the Imperialiſts. This Sir Henry Hunloke 
died Jan. 13, 1648, and was buried at Wingerworth, 

Sir Henry Hunloke, Bart. (ſon of Sir Henry Hunloke, Knt. 
and Bart. aforeſaid,) married Catharine, only daughter and heir 
to Francis Tyrwhit, of Kettleby, in Lincolnſhire, Eſq; (ſon 
and heir of William Tyrwhit, Eſq; who married Catharine, 
daughter to Anthony Brown, Lord Viſcount Montague ; which 
William, was ſon and heir of Robert Tyrwhit, of Kettleby, 
Eſq; by the Lady Bridget Manners, his wife, eldeſt daughter 
of John, the fourth Earl of Rutland, lineally deſcended from 
Anne, Ducheſs of Exeter, and ſiſter to K. Edward IV.) by 
whom he had ſeven ſons, and ſix daughters; 1. Henry, who died 
at Paris, in his travels through France; 2. Francis, who died 
young; 3. Sir Thomas-Windſor, his ſucceſlor ; 4. Robert, 
5. Nicholas, who both died infants ; 6. another Robert, deceaſcd, 
who married Anne, danghter of Marmaduke Carver, of Cheſter- 
field, Gent. but had no iſſue. She afterwards married John 
Salt, of Betley, in Staffordſhire, Eſq; but died without iſſue; 
7. Francis, who died at Amſterdam, in Holland. Of his daugh- 
ters, Elizabeth married George Heneage, of Hainton, in Lin- 
colnſhire, Eſq; by whom he had fix ſons, and two daughters; 
Catharine, Anne, and Tereſa died unmarried ; Marina, died a 
child; and another Marina, late Lady Abbeſs of the Engliſh 
Benedictine Nuns, at Pontoiſe, in France. It is remarkable, 
that Sir Henry Hunloke, above mentioned, enjoyed the title and 
eſtate for the ſpace of ſixty-ſeven years, in which time he very 
much improved it, having beautified his ſeat with a pleaſant 
park, &c. He lived and died in the univerſal eſteem of his 
country, and was interred at Wingerworth, Jan. 6, 1715. 

Sir Thomas-Windſor Hunloke, the third ſon, ſucceeded his 
father. in title and eſtate, and reſided at Wingerworth, the ſeat 
of his family. This Baronet took to wife Charlotte, the fixth 
daughter of Sir Robert Throckmorton, of Coughton, in War- 
wickſhire, Bart. by whom he had iſſue four ſons, and ſeven 
daughters; 1. Henry, the preſent Baronet ; 2. Thomas-Wind- 
ſor, 3. Robert, and, 4. James, all living in 1770; Catharine, 
Charlotte, Anne, Mary, Marina, Barbara, and Henrietta, all of 
whom, except Charlotte and Mary, are now deceaſed. 

The ſaid Sir Thomas-Windſor Hunloke, in the year 1726, 
taking down the old ſeat, erected a ſtately free-ſtone building, 
on 
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on a pleaſant hill, adjoining to his Park, reſiding, while the 
manſion was erecting, at Strutton, in the county of Stafford, 
whence he returned, with his family, to Wingerworth, in 1730. 
Charlotte, Lady Hunloke, died at Wingerworth, Dec. 31, 1738, 
as did Sir Thomas Windſor, Jan. 30, 1752, and was ſucceeded 
by his eldeſt ſon, | 

Sir Henry Hunloke, the preſent Baronet, who, Dec. 21, 1769, 
married Margaret, eldeſt daughter of Wenman Coke, of Long- 
ford, in Derbyſhire, Eſq; (eldeſt ſon of Col. Philip Roberts, of 
Bexford, in Hertfordſhire, Eſq; by his wife Anne, youngeſt daugh- 
ter of Edward Coke, of Holkham, in Norfolk, Eſq; and youngeſt 


ſiſter of Thomas Coke, Lord Lovell, and Earl of Leiceſter ; and 


on the death of the ſaid Earl, and his fon, Lord Coke, he changed 

his name to Coke,) by his wife, Elizabeth .Denton, ſole heireſs 

of George Chamberlayne, of Wardington, in Bucks; Eſq; who 

took the name of Denton, as nephew' and heir of the late Mr.

THis family, denominated from the town of Anvers, in 

France, and anciently written de Anverſo, or D'Anvers, 
deſcend from Roland D' Anverſo, who entered England with 
William the Conqueror; and though we find not any lands he held 
by gift of that Prince, who very liberally rewarded his follow- 
ers, eſpecially thoſe who took up their abode here, yet Ranulph 
D*Anvers, his ſon, received of Criſpin, Lord of Wallingford, 
(whoſe Knight he was,) the manors of Marlow, Dorney, and 
Huckham, to hold of his Honour of Wallingford. 

Roland (fon of Ranulph,) was Dapifer to the Baron of Wal- 
lingford ; and his deſcendant, Sir Ranulph D'Anvers, married 
the daughter and heir to William de la Riviere, by which match 
he greatly increaſed his eſtate ; to which a farther addition was 


made by William, his ſon and heir, who married with the ſiſter 


and coheir of Robert de Coleſhall. He was living 17 Edw. III. 
and one of the witneſſes to a charter of that King, dated Nov. q, 
1343, whereby Nicholas de W 5 the founder mn the 
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Carthuſian monaſtery of Beavall, in Nottinghamſhire, and be- 
ing denominated of Wappenham, had iſſue Robert, who died 
37 Edw. III. having had iſſue by Alice, his wife, ſiſter and co- 
heir to Robert de la Beech, of Aldworth, in Berks, (whoſe fa- 
mily had been Barons of Parliament, and of ancient extraction, ) 
two ſons, Edmund and Richard, | | 
Edmund was aged twenty-two in 38 Edw. III. and had iſſue 
William, who was Under-Treaſurer of England temp. Hen. IV, 
and left poſterity ; one of which, probably, was Thomas, who 
married Joan, the daughter of William Bruly, of Waterſtoke, 
in Oxfordſhire. From which marriage deſcended Sir William 
D'Anvers, Knt. conſtituted a Juſtice of the Common Pleas

bert; John, a clergyman ; and Richard. ps

a Juſtice of the Common Pleas, was knighted by K. Edw. IV. 
at the Coronation of his Queen, and died in the 7th year of the 
reign of that King, leaving by Agnes his wife, daughter of Ri- 
chard Quatremains, of Ricot, Oxon. three daughters, who in- 
herited his eſtate. | | 
Richard, his youngeſt brother, was Comptroller of the Cuſ- 
toms under K. Edw. IV. He married Elizabeth, daughter of 
John Langſton, of Caversfield, in Bucks, by whom he had two 
ſons, Richard and John, Having acquired great wealth, he pur- 
chaſed of the daughters and coheirs of his brother, Sir Robert 
D*Anvers, Knt. the eſtates which were left them by their fa- 
ther; out of which (being very conſiderable) he ſettled the ma- 
nor of Culworth on John, his younger ſon, upon the ſaid John's 
marriage with Anne Stradling, ſiſter, and, afterwards heir, to 
Sir Edward Stradling, of Dantſey, in Wilts; by which match 
he became poſſeſſed of that eſtate alſo; and was knighted by K. 
Henry VII. at the marriage of Prince Arthur, | 
Sir John D'Anvers, Knt. had ſeveral children by the ſaid Anne 
Stradling, of which the eldeſt fon, Thomas, ſettled himſelf at 
Dantſey, and married a daughter of Sir William Courtney, of 
Powderham-caſtle, in Devon. His ſon Sylveſter ſucceeded him 
there, and by Bis wife, who was daughter of John, Lord Mor-

William D*Anvers was the ſecond ſon of Sir John D'Anvers, 
Ent. by the ſaid Anne Stradling ; by whoſe procurement, after 
Sir John's death, the paternal . at Culworth was ſettled on 
the ſaid William, by Thomas, his elder brother.

T* firſt anceſtor mentioned in this family pedigree, iz 
Ynyr Caduroch, a nobleman in Maelors, one of the Ba- 
rons of the Prince of Powis, deſcended from the King of Powis, 
who was deſcended from Gurtheirn, (called by the Engliſh Ver- 
tigern,) Earl of Eurgain and Ewyas, in Herefordthire, and af- 
terwards King of the Britains, about the year 450. He mar- 
ried Rheinger, daughter and ſole heir to the Earl of Hereford, 
who was deſcended from Cariadoc Ureichfras, who was one of 
the Knights of the Round-table to King Arthur. They left 
iſſue, Tudyr, firnamed Trevor, who was Earl of Hereford, in 
right of his mother, and married Gladuſia, daughter to Howel 
Dda, King and Governor of all Wales. The title of Earl of 
Hereford continued in this family many years, till the Saxons 
wreſted it, and all the kingdom, out of the hands of the Bri- 
tains, and conferred the ſame on the Saxon nobility. 

From the above Tudyr, after a long ſeries of anceſtors, who 
married with the daughters of the Princes of North and South 
Wales, the King of Cornwall, the Lords of Powis, and Barons 
of Burford, &c. was Morris Edwards, Eſq; who lived temp. 
Hen. VII. and was the firſt that took that firname. Tho” we 
find that ſome of this family were poſſeſſors of Maelors, Chirck- 
land, Oſweftry, Dudleſton, and Whittington, about the x2th 
of William the Conqueror. David, the fon of Morris, was of 
Kilhendre, in Salop, and father of John Edwards, alias John 
ap David, &c. and his ſon Edward Edwards, of Shrewſbury, 
married Ancharet, daughter and heir of Edward ap Howel, ap 
Enyon Goch, and had iſſue, Hugh Edwards, of Shrewſbury, 
who lies buried in St. Chad's church, leaving iſſue by Alice, 
daughter of Thomas Keile, of Bakber, in Dorſet, two ſons,

Thomas died March 19, 1634, aged ſeventy-nine, and was 
buried in St. Chad's church, in Shrewſbury, leaving iſſue by 
Anne, daughter of Humphry Baſkerville, Eſq; Alderman of 
London, reli& of Stephen Ducket, Eſq; Henry, who died with- 
out iſſue; Sir Thomas; Humphry, and Jonathan, who both 
died without iſſue ; and two daughters, Lucy, and Alice. | 

Sir Thomas Edwards, Ent. fon and heir, was the firſt Baro- 
net of this family, advanced to that dignity by King Charles I. 
He married, firſt, Anne, daughter to Zonham Norton, of Shet— 
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ton, Salop, Eſq; and had iſſue only one daughter, Anne, mar-

Sir Francis Edwards, Bart. eldeſt ſon of Sir Thomas, ſuc- 
ceeded his father in dignity and eſtate, tough the latter was 
very much impaired by the family's great ſuffering in the civil 


wars, in which it is ſuppoſed the Baronet's Patent was loſt ; for 


in April, 1678, a new one was granted to Francis (then Sir 
Francis) Edwards, of Shrewſbury, and to the heirs male of his 


body, with remainder to Thomas, Benjamin, Herbert, and Jo- 


nathan, and the heirs male of their bodies, &c. with a ſpecial 
_ clauſe for Precedency before all Baronets created after the year
